GENERAL OFFICE WORK. 

The office of the Surveyor-General has been furnished with an 
entire new set of working maps, neatly backed with muslin, and well 
bound; and copies of United States township maps have been 
procured. 

All the cases, both in the office of the State Surveyor-General and 
Register, used for filing applications, and other papers relating to 
titles issued, have been furnished with tin cases, and are plainly 
labeled, so as to show their contents. 

Indexes of the names of alf applicants for School Lands, or for lands 
under the 500,000 acres, and for Seminary and Public Buildings 
grants, have been made, leaving only indexes of lands applied for 
under the Swamp and Overflowed Land grant to be made, to have a 
complete reference to all applicants for State lands. Nothing of this 
kind has ever before been attempted in the office. 

The correspondence of the Surveyor-General's office, in answering 
inquiries as to the condition of State lands, and in giving informa- 
tion called for concerning the existence of conflicting applications^ 
has been unusually great, taking nearly all the time oi two men. 

LANDS GRANTED TO THE STATE. 

When I came into the office, I found such disagreement between 
the State and United States Land Offices in relation to the condition 
of the various grants, that the Secretary of the Interior had, in con- 
sequence thereof, declined to list any more land to the State. I then 
f)repared a complete ledger statement of all the Indemnity School 
ands received from the United States, and took it to Washington, 
and made a careful comparison of this work with the maps and the 
records of the General Land Office. The Commissioner furnished a 
clerk for each department of the examination on the part of the 
United States, and I personally acted on the part of the State. That 
comparison showed, notwithstanding the fact that many corrections 
had been made, that the State still had received an excess by listing 
of about 70,000 acres more than was justly due. 

Examinations were also made as to the condition of the other grants, 
and it was found, that while the State had applied for more lana 
under each of the other grants, no excess had been received. This 
work at Washington occupied over ten weeks, and, on my return, I 
had duplicate copies of the comparisons made and returned to Wash- 
ington to aid in future adjustments. 

In addition to this worlc, I made maps, showing the exact lines 
established as the boundaries of the various railroad reservations in 
this State. This became necessary, not as a matter of general infor- 
mation, but because the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
has decided that when the State selects indemnity lands within such 
reserved limits, the land must be regarded as double minimum in 
price, and the State cannot select within the reserved limits, unless 
it has lost other lands equivalent in ijrice, without agreeing to sur- 
render two acres for one. This was done in some cases before I came

^■PAs to the Lieu Land grant, the work under that will increase if the 

bill now before Congress becomes a law, which proposes the granting^H 
of indemnity to the State for school purposes on account of the loss^| 
of the 16th or 36th Sections, or parts thereof, reserved by the UnitedM 
States as mineral land. ■ 

In my opinion the grant should also be increased for school pur- 
poses by the allowance of indemnity for IGth or 36th Sections, or 
parts thereof, granted to the State as Swamp and Overflowed lands; 
because this reservation of swamp and overflowed land is as much 
a " public use " as the reservation of the mineral lands. The School 
Fund should be indemnifled for the loss of one as much as for the 
loss of the other, since the grant was of the 16th and 36th Sections of 
public lands in each township for the use of schools. I think that a 
lair construction of the granting clause, taken in connection with 
the section granting indemnity for loss of Sections 16 and 36 
contemplated the granting of said sections in place or an equiva- 
lent therefor when interfered with from any cause; and the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the Keystone case, admits that this is 
the natural import of the granting words, but held that it was con- 
^—ieary to public policy and custom to grant away mineral lands. At 
^^^Ke same time the Court intimated that indemnity for the loss was 
^^^Botemplated by the 7th Section of the granting Act of March 3, 
^^Bw3. On this account the bill referred to was prepared so that the 
^^"opposition of the General Land Office to allowing indemnity might 
be removed by Act of Congress, The bill has passed the Senate and 
awaits the action of the House, where it should be amended to 
include indemnity for loss to the schools, occasioned by the Swamp 
Land grant. The attention of our Representatives in Congress should 
be called to this matter, in order that California may be put on an 
equal footing with other States whose school grant is similarly inter- 
^baed with, but indemnity allowed by law. 
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MINERAL LANDS. 

The following communication will explain the course to be pur- 
sued when the 16th or 36th Section is returned as mineral land, yet 
considered as agricultural by persons desiring to purchase the land 
from the State as part of the School Land grant :

Sir : I am in receipt of your communication of the 7th instant, stating that since the deciaion 
of the Supremo Court of the United States (Ivanhoc Mining Company v. Keystone Consolidated 
Mining Company), that mineral Sections 16 and 36 were not granted to the State of California 
by the Act of 1853, your office is '' unable to determine what lands the State can sell and convey 
a satisfactory title U>r/' and requesting the opinion of this office as to the effect of the said 
decision in the following cases: 

First — Where township plats as returned by the Surveyor-General show Sections 16 and 36 
to be ordinary agricultural lands. 

The decision of the Supreme Court referred to excludes from the School grant to California 
by the Act of 1853 such of the Sections 16 and 36 as u])on identification by survey are found to 
bo mineral. 

In the case of the State of California r. Foley and Thomas (Sickel's Mining Decisions, p. 426), 
the Hon. Secretary of the Interior held that where township plats as approved by the Surveyor- 
General and filed in the local Land Office, describe the lands embraced in such sections as agri- 
cultural, and no known mines in fact exist within their limits at the date of the approval of 
the survey, the State acquires title to such tracts, indefeasible by subsequent discoveries of 
minerals thereon. The approval of the Surveyor-General in such cases will be treated wt 
conclusive, and locations oi mining claims upon such sections after the filing of the township 
plat in the office of the Register and Receiver, will not be recognised by this office. 

Second — When the Secretary of the Interior revoked the order withdrawing from disposal 
under agricultural laws certain townships within the " mineral belt" which were not designated 
by the plats a4 mineral, did the right of the State attach to the school sections upon such 
revocation ? 

If no known mines are found to exist upon such tracts at the date of survey, the title to such 
sections will vest in the State in the same manner as those referred to in answer to the fint 
proposition. 

T^Atni— Where lands are returned as mineral, but parties desire to purchase from the State, 
alleging that such lands are valuable only for agricultural or graaing purposes, can the State or 
its grantee acquire title upon makinjy; proof of those facts? 

Your attention is directed to the inclosed circular (*) from this office, of date September 2S, 
1880, prescribing the manner of proceeding where application is made to enter or select lands 
(returned as mineral) under grants to States, railroads, and wagon road companies, and Acts 
of Congress other than the preemption or homestead laws. Opportunity is given by said cir- 
cular to enter or select such lands upon establishing their non-mineral character in the manner 
therein provided. 

But this does not apply where lands mineral at date of survey have subsequently become 
exhausted, and are no longer valuable for mining purposes. The grant of 1853. as construed 
by the Supreme Court, was a grant in vrauientit acquiring precision upon identification of the 
lands granted by survev. If the lanas were in fact mineral at the time when the surroy 
determined the locus oi the grant, they were excepted from such grant, and the title of the 
State never attached to them. 

Such lands not answering the description of the grant when perfected, they cannot subM- 
quently be brought within its terras.

I would respectfully call attention to some of the aectiona of the 
I Political Code, relating to the diajiositionof State lands which, in my 
opinion, need amendment or modihcation. 

I Section 501 should be amended, in the clause relating to the profert 

, fee, to rea<i, " for certifying a contested case to the Superior Court 

' rwbeu either of the parties demands the reference J, three dollars." 

I Aa the law now stanils, the officer cannot refer tlie contest to Court 

I without paying the fee out of his own pocket, unless some of the 
parties tenders the fee and demands the reference, although the 

I officer may be satisHed that the apparent contest is in reality a sham 

I to keep third parties from interfering with the land. 

Section 3398. The Supreme Court says that the State does not 
have to locate the 16th or 36th sections, and, as a matter of fact, loca- 
tions of them never have been made at the United States Land Offices. 
1 would therefore recommend that it bo changed to read as follows: 
"The Surveyor-General is the general agent of the State fur the 
location in tlie United States Land Offices, of the unsold portion of 
the five hundred thousand acres of land granted to the State for 
school purposes, and for lands in lieu of the sixteenth or thirty- 
aixth sections granted for the use of public scliools." This change 
will make the section harmonize with Section 3406. 

Section 3410. In view of the recent change made by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior as to time of making payment of the fees for wtiich 
litis section provides, I recommend that for indemnity selections, 
the applicant be required to pay this fee, viz. : at the rate of two dollars 
for each ICO acres or fraction tiiereof, when the application is filed. 
Under the present rule of the Department, the United States Register 
cannot receive the State application without payment of this fee, 
and it is iinposible to draw it from our State Treasury in advance of 
fiiml oiiproval of the application. Hence it is to the interest of the 
applicant to pay the fee himself- Besides, no good reason can be 
showu why the State should pay it for him, as the law now does.

Section 3414. In this section the word " Superior " should be sub- 
stituted for " District/' to make it correspond with Section 3515, and 
at the close of the section should be added [and forward to the Clerk 
of the Court a certified copy to be filed in his office]. This would 
prevent parties demanding the reference to Court from receiving the 
order and keeping it in their pocket till the time for commencing 
suit has expired, thus gaining an undue advantage through the 
indefiniteness of the law. 

Section 3417 should be amended, in order to make it effective in 
clearing the record, as follows: "Unless the party contestant— the 
second or subsequent applicant — commences his action within sixty 
days after the order of reference is made, he shall be deemed to 
have waived and surrendered his right to purchase ; and the Sur- 
veyor-General or Register shall proceed, as directed in Section 3416, 
the sam^ as if final judgment had been filed," upon receiving satis- 
factory evidence that no suit was commenced. 

Section 3533 should be amended so as to include the unsold portion 
of the grants to the State for seminary and public building purposes, 
as well as of the one hundred and fifty thousand acres, because the 
present laws do not give the Regents of the University control over 
the unsold portions of these grants, except in such cases as come 
within the purview of the last clause of Section 3536, Political Code; 
and the Surveyor-Greneral has no authority given him by Section 
3398 to make selections in satisfaction of these grants. 

In my opinion. Section 3571 should be amended so as to include 
repayment when entries have been set aside by the Courts for defects 
or informality in the applications, and for school land warrants 
which cannot be locatea or satisfied after the grant under which 
they were issued has been exhausted — the fault being with the State 
officers, by exceeding their authority in locating more land than the 
State was entitled to after the State sold these warrants. 

By the amendment made April 15, 1880, in Section 3494, nearly 
every County Treasurer in the State, as well as the persons who pur- 
chased lands prior thereto from the State, considerea that the amend- 
ment reduced the rate of interest on all outstanding certificates from 
ten to seven per cent. Although that may have been the intention 
(and no good reason can be shown why the State should continue to 
collect ten per cent, interest on such sales, and that, too, without 
rebate on taxes for the debt due the State), yet the Attorney-General 
and myself hold that a strict construction of the statute only reduces 
the interest on future purchases — that it gives no relief on past sales. 
I think this matter is worthy of consideration by the Legislature. 

Section 3498. Section 6 of the Act of April 28, 1880, was evidently 
intended to be an amendment of Section 3498, but neither said sec- 
tion nor the subject-matter thereof, is referred to in the title of said 
Act. It is therefore void under the Constitution. Nor can the Sur- 
veyor-General enforce its provisions so as to make approvals within 
six months after filing applications, for want of evidfence as to the 
character of the land. The Constitution prohibits the sale of any 
^^a^ suitable for cuitivationf except to an actual settler. If the law 



were so amended as to require tbe applicant to make proof of the 
chftracter of tbe land witbm the six months after filing, or forfeit 
hia application, the Surveyor-General could enforce tbe law, or thus 
dear tne record for other applications. 

Tbe same law of April 28, 1880, provides, by Section 3495, for on© 
kind of affidavit to be made in case an application is made for part 
of a 16th or S6th Section, and by Section 3500 a different affidavit 
if the application is for land in lieu of a 16th or 36th Section. 
The effect of this difference is, that the same party can obtain 640 
acres, although apparently the intention was to allow the purchase 
of only 320 acres of State land by any one applicant. 

Another peculiarity of this law is, that it only requires that the 
ap}3licant shall be an actual settler on the land at the date of appli- 
cation. It does not require proof of continuous residence to the date 
of sale. This omission obliges the Surveyor-General to make rules 
not in the law, in order to gimrd against violating Section 8 of Arti- 
cle 17 of the Constitution. But in eases where the land is not suitable 
for cultivation the law does not require the settler to continue on the 
land one day after filing his application. The consequence is that 
the settlement clause as to lands unsuitable for cultivation is vio- 
lated constantly, and the law as it stands is worthless in accomplish- 
ing what was intended, unless it waa intended as a sham on its face. 

Section 3502 should be amended so as to make outstanding School 
Land Warrants receivable in payment for any School land, without 
being restricted, as now, to tbe 5(l0,000 acre grant. This would be 
accomplished by striking out the words "part of the 500,000 acres 
of." The reason for this is, that the outstanding warrants, for which 
. the State received two dollars per acre, are worthless, because they 
cannot now be located, as the grant is exhausted. 

Section 3616. If this section were amended so as to require the I 
recording of all transfers, or a report of the name and residence of tbe 
assignee to the Register, the State would be able to reach the parties 
referred to in Sections 3552 and 3555, whereas, it is now almost im- 
poeaible to collect the costs in foreclosnre suits, and the School Fund 
IS reduced in each case from forty to sixty dollars in consequence of 
not knowing the name and residence of the purchaser. 

Section 3533. This section should be amended so as to give the 
Regents of the University authority to select any portion remaining 
unsold of the Seminary or Public Buildings grants; because Section 
S398 has taken this power from the Surveyor-General without trans- 
ferring it elsewhere, except where land selected under the grants 
reverts by foreclosure suits, as provided in the last clause of Section '

Section 3548 should be amended by adding after tbe word "publi- 
cation" the words "to the County Treasurer, who shall immediately 
notify the District Attorney." Serious complications arise because 
of payments of interest being made to the County Treasurer after 
advertisement of the delinquent list, but without payment of the 
accrued costs, and without notice to the District Attorney. Said 
pffioerj not being aware of the partial payment, or else disregarding 
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it, proceeds with the suit and annuls the entry, when the report of 
the County Treasurer sent to this office shows that the purchaser is 
not in arrears. 

Section 3555 should be amended so as to limit the amount of costs, 
as was formerly done by Section 7 of the Act of April 9, 1861. As 
the matter now stands, the bills presented run up from $40 to $128 
for each case — all of which comes out of the School Fund; and the 
Board of Examiners have no control over the amount of costs, 
according to the decision of the Supreme Court. The service being 
rendered, the bill must be paid, as the law now stands. The law of 
1861 referred to, fixed the cost of each annulment at $32, and cer- 
tainly it is worth no more now. But there is another view to take of 
this matter. As all services, except for printing, are rendered by 
county officers, who are all salaried, there is no reason why any 
charge should be made against the State by them or for them. It is 
true that reasonable charges for the benefit of the county should be 
collected from the delinquents; but in case of failure to collect from 
them I do not think the charges should be taken out of the School 
Fund, as they are now, and especially when there is no law limiting 
the amount. 

Section 3571. There is great difficulty experienced by the Sur- 
veyor-General under this section, because there is no provision in any 
State law, saying who shall determine whether land sold is not the 
property of the State, or how it shall be determined that land is not 
the property of the State. The absurdity of this section will be 
apparent when I state that the law contemplates the sale of land, 
before it becomes the property of the State, except of the 16th and 
36th Sections in place and of swamp land before it becomes the 
property of the State. A strict construction of this section would 
allow any man who has bought land of the State and paid interest 
thereon for years, but which land has not yet become the property 
of the State, to demand his money, and the Register would be 
obliged to issue the certificate of repayment. But it is evident that 
this was not the intention of the law-makers, but that repayment 
should be made when it has been proved that the land is not or 
cannot become the property of the State. The law is silent, how- 
ever, as to how or by whom the condition of the land is to be 
determined. If left to the Surveyor-General to determine, or if 
said officer was authorized to accept the decision of the General 
Land Office as to the validity or invalidity of the State title to the 
land, then the difficulty in executing this section would be removed. 
Modification of this section becomes necessary in view of the Act of 
Congress of March 1, 1877, relating to defective indemnity State 
selections. 

TIMBER. 

In my last report I referred to the necessity of greater interest being 
taken in timber culture in California. I would recommend to our 
farmers to emulate the people of some other States, where one day 
in the year has been set apart. for tree planting, called arbor day. 
Were this plan adopted in California, and faithfully kept up for ten 
years, what a difference the country would then present in point of 
attractive beauty and grateful shade. 



But it is necessary to stop the wasteful destruction of the growing I 
timber, both on the lands of the United States and of the Slate. 1 

Complaints frequently come to this office concerning parties who 1 
go ii(Kin State lands, and apply for tliem merely with the view of I 
using their application as a shield to protect them while they ara I 
removing the timber from the land, intending to abandon itwhen it J 
has been despoiled of its timber, which is its real value. | 

It is true tJiat the law of April 27, 1863, on this subject, is still in j 
force: but how many of our people or officers know anything about I 
tbis law, or would take the pains to have it enforced when ila I 
enforcement would entail upon them a loss of time and money? ] 
The law is as follows: |

^^^^■tould invite your attention to the law of Congress, approved 
^^^^^nnber 4, 1841, relating to the appropriation of the proceeds of 
^ffl^H^les of public lands, etc. This Act named the eight States in 
■wflich public lands were then for sale, giving said States ten percent 
of the net proceeds, and making provision for the distribution of 
five per rent among certain new States and Territories. But this 
law (ltd not contemplate a division among other than the twenty-six 
States and the Territories then existing. No good reason can be 
shown why California should be excluded from this distribution, 
for it is a public land State, and has contributed largely to tlie fund 
to be distributed among other States. It was evidently an oversight 
in not putting California upon an equal footing with other States in 
this matter when she came into the Union. My predecessor, William 
Minis, taking the same view of the matter that I do, appointed Cap- 
tain John Mullan as an agent of the State to aid in procuring Con- 
gressional legislation that would give us an equitable distribution, 
and so well has he succeeded, that mainly through his activity in 
presenlingand urging the matter on the attention of our Represen- 
tatives and before the Land Committees in Congress, that a bill has 
passed one house and is now pending in the other house, which will, 
if it becomes a law, give California the share she is justly entitled to 
in connection with the other States. Captain Mullan has constantly 
kept this office informed of what he has been doing in the matter. 
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IRRIGATION. 

In view of the fact that much of the land in California, though 
excellent in quality, is practically worthless for cigricultural pur- 
poses, because of the small amount of rainfall, and the long period 
m the Summer in which there is no rainfall, it becomes a question 
of vital interest to the State, how to meet this want of water requi- 
site for agriculture, and provide, as far as possible, for the future 
growth of the State in the rural districts. 

There is but one way to accomplish this, viz.: By a system of irri- 
gation comprehensive enough to save and utilize the surplus waters 
of the State which find their way into the rivers and tlience into 
the sea, and by prohibiting waste in the use of water. 

To accomplish all this it is evident that to allow the control of the 
water sources of the State to pass into the hands of private individ- 
uals or of corporations, as it is now claimed they have, or to allow 
their control so to continue, no general system can be provided. 
The future of the State would practically be limited by the present 
use of these waters. Provision could not be made for sustaining an 
increase of population. 

I therefore deem it not out of place in my report to show to some 
extent what was attempted in our State in early days to retain con- 
trol by the people of the State over the mode of distributing water 
for irrigation. Also, what laws have been passed on the subject in 
New Mexico and Colorado, where the climatic condition is similar to 
that of California, and where irrigation is equally essential. 

From these sources we may learn some important facts, and they 
may have some influence in shaping legislation, so as to accomplish 
the greatest good for the greatest number affected by this irrigation 
question. 

The people of the State have said in the Constitution that " the use 
of all water now appropriated, or that may hereafter be appropri- 
ated for sale, rental, or distribution, is hereby declared to be a public 
use, and subject to the regulation and control of the State in the 

MANNER TO BE PRESCRIBED BY LAW." 

This addresses itself to the Legislature, and, therefore, I have con- 
cluded to designate the laws passed from time to time on the subject 
in order to facilitate their references to them : 

WATERCOURSES. 

An Act crcftting a Board of Commuuioners and the ofiSce of Overseer in each township of the 
several counties of this State, to regulate watercourses within their respective limits; 

[Passed May 15, 1854.] 

The JPeople of the State of California, represented in Senate and AsMmhly, do enact aefoUatoe : 

SvoTioN 1. There shall be in each township of the Counties of San Diego, San Bemardioo, 
Santa Barbara, Napa, Los Angeles, Solano, Contra Costa, Colusa, Tulare, a Board of Commis- 
sioners to regulate wa^rcourses, to consist of three members, and also an Overseer, to be elected 
as hereafterprovided. 

Sic. 2. Upon a petition of a majority of the voters of any township in said counties, the 
Countv Judge shall thereupon order an election, of which ten days notice shall be given by at 
least three notices, posted up at the most public places in such township, for the election of three 
Commissioners and an Overseer, who shall hola their office for one year. The County Judge 
shall, for the purpose of holding said election, appoint one Inspector and two Judges, whose 
duty it shall b^B to see that said elections are condocted in accordance with the laws regulating 
elections, sum up the votes, and declare the result. 

Sic. 3. The duties of the Commissioners shall be to examine and direct such waterooones, 
Mndspportion the water thereof among the inhabitants of their district, determine the time of 
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oUend lo Md em that tbe water ie uiedaiBpportiaiied by oaid CotniDiraioiwn.ta BUp«lilit«Iid th« 
wnika ordered bj them, lo we thai the «at«[ is kept alear of BItli of every desciiplion, uid tho 
ditebea ue kept in good repair. 

6k. S. Each able-bodied male inliBbitBiit in tvtrj tonnahip OTer the age of sixteen and 
under Stly, •hsU, when rec^uired by the Orerseer. upon not leu than three daye verbal notice, 
or by notice in writing left at their residenn, parfocm or cause to be perrorniifd, any number of 
daye work, not exceeding twelve in any one year ; provided, that no person ihell tie compelled 
to wcpTk more than two >uMO«aive daye at any one time, and in no case shall any person or 
pertons be nini|iellad to work or expend money on anv ditch or ditches who doee not use the 
WBtor Iboreor. 

&IC. It. In ease any puraon, after being duly notified, as required in the preceding section, 
■hati fail to di>, or cause lo be done, the amount of work refgnired. be shall be liable to pay the 
iUDi of three dollars per dny for every day that he sbntl fail to work, recoverable at the suit of 
the Oreneer, before any competent tribunal, to be by him applied to the construction of diCchst 
tritbin bi* toivuabip. 

B«o. T. In caw • watercourse should run through two nr more townships, and the Com- 
miMioliM* ehouid not be able to agree oe to the amount of water to be used by each lownsbip. 
tti* County Judas, upon application of the Commiwioners, shall determine the difficulty. 

Sic. B. The Commissi oners ahall allow tlie Oveneer reasonable compenution, and for that 
purpose they are hereby authorised to levy a tax within their township on persons beaellted, in 
pniportion Co the amount of water used by each. 

Sac. *. Where water rises on land owned by any penon, it shDll not be subject to the pro- 
Tiaioni of this Act, but in all caees after it has passed bevond the limits of said lands, it may 
b« used u provided in this Act. 

Skc. 10. In all ca^es the Commissioners shall have the right of way lo out ditebea through 
Lbair lawnships. 

Sm. 11, Any person obstructing the waters of any ditoh, by dam or otherwise, causing tfaa 
asuiM lo urerSow or wsate, or who shall trough, or cause to be thrown sn; GLth in anj suolt. 
Wfcterdlteh, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof bo flned 
ip aaj aum not more than ten dollars for the first offense, and twenty for eveiy subaequeol 
ofleDM of the same kind, reooverable at the suit of the Orerseer before any Justice of Ibe 
Peao* of the township, to be appropriated as aforesaid. 

Sm. 13. la case any person should be damaged by the breaking of any Buob ditch, the par- 
ti«s OBiag nich ditch shall be liable for all such damages.

>t*jag the water, at such points as the Board of Commiasioners shall direct. 

&£}. I*. Nojierson or persons shall direct the waters of any river, creek, or si 
nalunl channel, lo the detriment of any other penon or persons located below 






Sic. It. Any jieixon or persons who, under this Act, shall conduct water by ditch 
wise, BOroa the lands of any person or persons, shall pay to such person or persons ownmgsuen 
tamts, auoh mmpensation as cau he agreed upon hj the parties owning the landsj and in case 
the pailiis cniinot agree, each party shall appoint one arbitrator, and the two so appointed 
•t>all«*l>cl ■ third. The arbitrators so chosen sball appraise the lands used for ditching pur- 
fHMsa. Dnder oath , and their decision shall be final in the premises; ^imni2eJ, that ootbmg in 
tliia Aot thall be so construed as to apply to the mining iutereats of this State. 

B*0. IB. The Mayor and Common Couneii in all incorporated cities in the countie* nion- 
d in section Grat of this Act. shall ex offleio b« constituted tl " ' ~ 
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8kc. 3. All bv-pathfl or foot-paths are proliibited across the fields under a penalty of fine or 
punishment. 

Skc. 4. All owners of tillable lands shall labor on public (acequiar) ditches, whether they 
cultivate the land or not. 

Src. 5. All ))erBon8 interested in a common ditch (aoequia), be they owners or lessees, shall 
labor tliercon in profK)rtion to their land. 

Skc. 0. It being impracticable or absolutely impossible for the fields in the Territory to be 
fenced in, all animals shall be kept under a shepherd, so that no injury may result to the 
fields; and in case any damages should result, thoy shall be paid by the persons causing it. 

Skg. 7. In case a community of fieople desire to construct a ditch (acequia) in any part of 
the Territory, and the consLructorsaretbn ownorsof all the land ujton which said ditch (acequia) 
is constructed, in such case no one shall be bound to pay for said land, as all the persons inter- 
ested in the construction of Rai<l ditch (acequia) are to be benefited by it. 

8rc. 8. The course of ditches (acequias) already established shall not be disturbed. 

[Act of January 7, 1852.] 

Skc. 9. All rivers and streams of water in this Territor}', formerly known as public ditches, 
(acequias) are hereby established and declared to be public ditches (acequias.) 

Skc. 10. It shall be thn duty of the several .lusticcs of the Peace of this Territory to call 
together, in their respective precincts, whenever it may be deemed convenient, all theownen 
of ditches (acequias), as well as the proprietors of lands irrigated by any public ditch (acequia), 
for the purpose of electing one or more overseenj for said ditches (acequias) for the same year. 

Skc. 11. The manner of (inducting the election nnd the number of overseers shall be regu- 
lated by the Justice of the Peace of the precinct, and the only persons entitled to vote at said 
election shall be the owners or renters of lands irrigated by said ditches (acequias). 

Skc. 12. The pay and other perquisites of the overseers shall be determined by a minority 
of the owners of the land irrigated oy said ditch (acequia.) 

Skc. 13. It shall be the duty of the overseers to sujH'rintend the repairs and ezcavationi on 
said ditches (acequias), to a;»portion the persons or number of la l>orers furnished by the proprie- 
tors, to regulate them according to the quantity of land to be irrigated by each one from said 
ditch (acequia), to distribute and apportion the water in the proportion to which each one is 
entitled acci>rding to the land cultivated by him, also taking into consideration the nature of 
the seed, crops, and planta cultivated, and to conduct and carry on said distribution with justice 
and impartiality. 

Src. 14. It sliall be the duty of the proprietors to furnish, each one, the number of laborers 
required by the overseer, at the time and place he may designate, for the purposes mentioned 
in the foregoing section, and for the time he may deem necessary. 

Skc. 15. If any overseer of any public ditch (acequia), after having undertaken to serve as 
such, shall willfully neglect or refuse to fulfill the duties required of him by this Act, or conduct 
himself with impropriety or injustice in his office as overseer, or take any bribe, in money. 

Eroijcrtv, or otherwise, as an induwment to act improperly, or neglect the duties of his office, 
e shall be fined, for each of said offenses, in a sum not ezcee<ling ninety dollars, to bo recov- 
ered before any Justice of the Peace in the county, one half of which sum shall be paid to the 
county and the other half to the person bringing suit for the same: and on being convicted a 
second time, he may be removed imm his office by the Justice of the precinct, on the petition 
of two thirds of the proprietors of the land irrigated by said ditch (a(«quia). 

Skc. 1f(. In all cases of removal, as prescrit>ed in the previous section, the Justice of the 
Peace shall order a new election to fill the vacancy occasioned by said removal, which election 
shall be conducted in the manner prescril>ed in the third section of this Act. 

Skc. 17. If any proprietor of any land irrigated by any such ditch (acequia) shall neglect or 
refuse to furiiish the number of laborers requinni by the overseer, as prescribed in section six of 
this Act. after having been legally notifie<l by the <»verseer, he shall be fine«i for each ofTense in 
a sum not exceeding ten dollars, for the benefit of said ditch (acequia), which shall be recov- 
ered by the overseer before any Justice of the Peace in the county, and in fuch cases the over- 
seer may be a competent witness to prove the offense, or any fact that may serve to constitute 
the same. 

Src. 18. If any person shall in any manner obstruct, interfere with, or disturb any of said 
(acequias) ditches, or use the water from it without the Muisent of the overseer, during the 
time of cultivation, he shall pay for each offense a sum not exceeding tc>n dollars, which shall 
be recovered in the manner prescribed in the foregoing section, for the benefit of said ditch 
(acequia), and shall further pay all damagea that may have accrued to the injured parties; and 
if said j)erson or persons have not wherewith to pay said fine and damages, they snail be sen- 
tenced to fifteen flays labor on public works. 

Skc. 19. All fines and forfeitures recovered for the use and benefit of any public ditch 
(acequia) shall be applied by the overseer to the improvements, excavation, and bridges for the 
same, wherever it may be crossed by any public road where bridges may be necessary. 

Skc. 20. In all cases of conviction under this Act, an appeal may bo granted to the Probate 
Court, which appeal shall be taken and conducted as all other appeals from the decisions of 
Justices of the Peace. 

8kc. 21. The regulations of ditehes (sceqniss) which have been worked shall remain as they 
were msde and remain up to this day, and the provisions of this Act shall be in foroe ana 
obmrved Avm the day of its publication. 
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Sec. 22. If any ditch (acequia) shall be newly worked, or made for the first time, and it 
should become necessary to infringe upon the land of any private individual or individuals, 
the consent of the owners shall first be obtained; and, if they should demand it, they shall be 
paid by the persons owning said ditch (acequia) a just compensation for the lands so used, to 
be valued by the owners at a reasonable rate. 

Sbc. 24. All plants, of any description, growing on the banks of said ditches (acequias) shall 
belong to the owners of the land through which said ditches (acequias) run. 

[Act of January 29, 1861.] 

Src. 27. From and after the passage of this Act, every person or persons, being tillers of 
irrigated lands, who shall have commenced the work on any public acequia in common labor, 
are and shall be by the present Act obligated to continue on that work until the completion of 
the clearing of said acequia. 

Skc. 28. If any number of laborers, or any person thereof, having their fields above on such 
ace<{liias, and having reached them, shall pretend, from any cause or causes, reaiK)n or pretext, 
to aoandon their co-laborers, he or they shall not be permitted to leave said work of the labor- 
ers in common until the completion of the cleansing of the said acequia so commenced to be 
worked ; provided^ that, touching the repairs and excavations to be made to said acequias, the 
proportion of the people, or the number of laborers for such purpose, shall be furnished by the 
owners, and it shall be the dutv of the majordomos to superintend such work, and as provided 
in section thirteen of an Act of January 7, 1852, relative to acequias, passed by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico; provided, further, that if any acequias alreadv 
constructed there shall be included any of the dikes and dams which may have been destroyed, 
and the parties interested therein shall have entered into any agreement or contract with the 
owners to work said ac«quia, then, by this Act, they shall so remain and fulfill their engage- 
ments. 

Sbc. 29. As the excavations of such acequias, and in the first cleansing of some of them, 
the work sometimes continues for thirty days, more or less, the different majordomos shall take 
into consideration the small amount of land tilled by some, and not compel these to furnish an 
equal amount of labor in the cleansing. 

Sbc. 30. If any owners of lands, or I^sees thereof, shall attempt to abandon their oo-laborers 
without complying with the first and second sections of thvs Act, thev shall pay for each of 
such offenses a fine of not less than five dollars nor exceeding ten dollars, one half of which 
shall be paid into the Territorial treasury, and the other half shall go to the county treasury of 
the county in which the offense was committed. 

Sbc. 31. This Act shall be considered jointly with the Act passed January 7, 1852. 

[Act of January 28, 1863.] 

Sbc. 33. It shall bo the duty of all overseers of ditches in this Territory, to see that the 
water currents run so that no injury may result to ths proprietors of lands or tenements or to 
the public convenience; and in case danger is anywhere threatened by said ditches, either from 
increase of water or by inundation, from which damage mieht result; in such case said over- 
seers are required, if the expected damage might result to out one precinct, to report the fact 
tp the Justice of the Peace thereof, and if to two or more precincts, then they shall so report to 
the Judge of Probate of the county. 

Src. ^4, It shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate, or of the Justice of the Peace, on 
receiving a report such as mentioned in the foregoing section, to appoint a committee of three 
suitable persons to go and examine whether such report is well founded, and should said com- 
mittee sustain the report made by the overseer, the Judge of Probate, or Justice of the 
Peace shall, in such case, issue his order that all persons owning real estate within the limits 
considered in danger meet together, and either under direction of the overseer, or of such per- 
son as the Judge of Probate, or the Justice of the Peace, may appoint, set about the prevention 
of such damage, by the construction of breakwaters, barriers, or any other work that the person 
in charge deems prudent to avert the expected injury ; provided, such labor shall be performed 
in proportion to the property of each person interested in the same. 

Sec. 35. In all cases that it becomes necessary to undertake any of the steps mentioned in 
the foregoing section, it shall be the duty of the person in charge to direct such labor, notify 
each person interested in the same of the number of laborers he shall have to furnish, and of 
what part is assigned to him of the work in hand, and informing him of the place and day the 
same will be commenced : provided, that if after receivingsuch notice, any person or persons fail 
to comply, the person so in charge may report to the Judge or Justice by whom he was ap- 
pointed, and said Judge or Justice shall cause the delinquent to appear, and shall fine him in 
any sura not less than five dollars. 

Sec. 36. If any person or persons intentionally make lagoons of water, whether on their 
own or on other land, after the gathering of the crops, from which lagoons damage results to 
houses, common or private grounds, or public roads, the person so offending shall, on convic- 
tion, be fined by the Judge of Probate of the county wherein such injury is caused, or by any 
Justice of the Peace of the county, in any sum not less than five nor more than ten dollars. 

Src. 37. Any person convicted of having committed iniuries mentioned in the last foregoing 
section shall pay to the party injured the damages, after having been assessed by three persons 

8' 
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of known integrity, appointed for that purpose bj the Judge or Justice in whose jurisdiction 
the complaint is made. 

Sec. 38. All fines arising from the provisions of this Act shall be applied to the repairs 
herein mentioned, and in case of not bemg so expended they shall go into the treasury of the 
county wherein they were collected. 

[Act of January 18, 1866.] 

Sec. 39. When any public ditch or part thereof shall be destroyed by rain or in any other 
manner, and it shall be absolutely impossible to reconstruct it where ft usually ran before it 
was destroyed, the majordomo of such ditch, with the consent of a majority of the common 
laborers of the same, should they deem it necessary, may cut througfi the lands of any person 
or persons, by first obtaining their consent, by the community of such ditch offering to pay a 
compensation to be agreed upon between the owner or owners of the lands through whicn the 
ditcn is to be opened, and the parties interested in the said ditch. 

Sec. 40. If the owner or owners who shall be solicited to permit their lands to be ditched 
for the purpose of opening a new ditch, in the cases mentionea in the first section of this Act, 
should improperly refuse or decline to accept the compensation offered by the parties interested 
in such ditch, or ask a compensation which the parties interested do not agree to on account of 
its exorbitance, in such case the majordomo of said ditch shall lay the case before the Justice 
of the Peace of the precinct in which such ditch may be situated, and it shall be the duty of 
the Justice of the Peace to whom the case is presented, to appoint three men, experts, of known 
integrity, to establish a just compensation to oe paid to the owner or owners solicited to permit 
their lands to be ditchea through in the eases abore mentioned. 

Sbo. 41. Whenever three experts shall be appointed as appraisers, before they enter upon 
their duties as such appraisers, they shall file in the office of the Justice of the Peace who 
appointed them, an oatn to faithfully, legally, and impartially, discharge the duties for which 
tney were appointed, and they shall, as soon as possible, proceed to the place where the land or 
lands they were appointed to appraise are situated ; and before appraising the same, they shall 
ascertain whether or not the ditch, for which a new channel is solicited, is entirely destroyed, 
and that the exorbitant labor or costs required to build it, renders its reconstruction absolutely 
impossible; and if in their opinion, the injury done to such ditch may be repaired, they will 
so report to the Justice of the Peace, and m such case the land solicited for the purpoee of 
openmg the ditch shall in no manner be touched; but if they should be of the opinion that a 
part of the ditch is irreparably destroyed, they shall then proceed to examine the land or lands 
over which the new aitch should be opened, and the place where the said ditch should 
properly run. 

Sec. 42. Whenever any land or lands of any person or persons are to be appraised, as in the 
cases above mentioned, the experts who shall make such appraisement shall make a report, 
which shall be filed in the office of the Justice of the Peace who appointed them, settine forth 
therein the name of the person whose land was appraised, and the sum to be paid him oy the 
parties interested in the public ditch for which the opening on the land is solicited; they shall 
also state in said report, in the most distinct manner possible, the direction and the place and 
point where the opening for such ditch shall be made upon said land. 

Seo. 43. The parties interested shall possess the right of property in the land or lands to 
them assigned under the provisions of this Act, and in case oi legal resistance being made to 
the possession of the parties interested in a public ditch of the land, they may compel the 
person or persons who interpose such resistance to desist therefrom, by an action of forcible 
entry and detainer, as proviaed by law; but the parties interested shall first pay the appraised 
value of such land or lands; provided, that said appraisers shall be impartial persons. 

[Act of 1880, Chapter 30.] "^"^ WM "^i^S 

Sectiox 1. In each precinct of this Territory, where public necessity requires it, an election 
shall be ordered and held on the third Monday of February, 1880, for the respective directors 
of acequias, for each one of such acequias as shall irrigate different places, as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 2. In acequias of extended irrigation, and where the lands which they irrigate are 
unequal, and some persons have at once several sections and parts in other sections, there shall 
be elected as directors of said acequias, a chief majordomo, an assistant majordomo, and three 
acequia commissioners; the duties of said conimi(<8ionerB shall be to regulate the number of 
laborers to the respective acequias, for which they have been elected, that shall be performed by 
each owner or tenant of irrigable lands to be irrigated by said acequia or acequias. And should 
it be necessarv, or should any three persons, owners or tenants, require it under the same, said 
commission sLall measure the lands in order better to apportion the number of laborers that 
each owner or tenant of the lands to be irrigated shall supply under the same for the cleaning 
up of said acequias, and for any subsequent work which may be demanded during the year by 
public necessity; the care of which is charged unto the majordomos and assistant majordomos, 
the chief majordomo being always the superior officer, and ho, conjointly with the assistant, 
shall take care that the acequias under their control shall be kept running in all their Tigor 
from the time the water is let therein for the first time after cleansing said acequias as long as 
i/i0 crops may require the same.

All persons on the margin, brink, neighborhood, or precinct of any stream of 
water, shall have the right and power to place upon the bank of said stream a wheel, or other 
machine for the purpose of raising wat^r to the level required for the purpose of irrigation, and 
the right of way snail not be refused by the owner of any tract of land upon which it is 
required, subiect of course to the like regulations, as required for ditches, and laid down in 
sections hereinbefore enumerated. 

The owner or owners of any ditch for irrigation or other purposes, shall 
carefully maintain the embankments thereof, so that the waters of such ditch may not flood 
or damage the premises of others. 

Nothing in this chapter contained shall be so construed as to impair the prior 
vested rights of any mill or ditch owner, or other person, to use the waters of any such water- 
course. 

1380. Sec. 9. The commissioners, provided for by section four of this chapter, shall not b© 
appointed until at least six days previous notice shall have been given to parties in interest, by 
posting notices of the time and place when and where such appointment will be made, in at 
least five public places within the region watered by said stream. 

1381. Skc. 10. Any ditch companv constructing a ditch, or any individual haVing ditches 
for irrigation, or for other purposes, wherever the same be taken across any public highway, or 
public traveled road, shall put a good substantial bridge, not less than fourteen feet in breadth, 
over such watercourse where it crosses said road. 

1382. Sec. 11. When any such ditch or watercourse shall be constructed across any public 
traveled road, and not bridged within three days thereafter, it shall be the duty of the super- 
visor of the road district to put a bridge over said ditch or watercourse, of the dimensions 
specified in section ton of this chapter, and call on the owner or owners of the ditch to pay the 
expenses of constructing such bridge. 

1383. Sec. 12. If the owner or owners of such ditch refuse to pav the bill of expenses so 
presented, the supervisor may go before anv Justice of the Peace in the township or precinct, 
and make oath to the correctness of the bill, and that the owner or owtfers of the ditch refuse 
payment, and thereupon such Justice of the Peace shall is^ue a summons against such owner or 
owners, requiring him or them to appear and answer to the complaint of such supervisor, in an 
action of debt for the amount sworn to be due, such summons to be made returnable, and served, 
and proceedings to be had thereon, as in other cases; and in case judgment shall be given against 
such owner or owners, the Justice shall assess, in addition to tlie amount sworn to be due as 
aforesaid, the sum often dollars, as damages arising from the delay of such owner or owners, 
such judgment to be collected as in other cases, and to be a fund in the hands of the supervisor 
of roads, for the repairs of roads in such precinct or district. 

An Act to prevent the waste of water during the irrigating season. 

[Session Laws, 1876.] 

1385. Section 1. The owner of any irrigating or mill ditch shall carefully maintain and 
keep the embankment thereof in good repair, and prevent the water from wasting. 

1386. Sec. 2. During the summer season it shall not be lawful for any person or persons 
to run through his or their irrigating ditch any greater quantity of water than is absolutely 
necessary for irri^ting his or their said land, and for domestic and stock purposes ; it being the 
intent and meaning of this section to prevent the wasting and useless aiscnarge and running 
away of water. 

1387. Sec. 3. Any person who shall willfuUj violate any of the provisions of this Act 
shall, on conviction thereof before any Court having competent jurisdiction, be fined in a turn 
not less than one hundred ($100) dollars. Suits for penalties under this Act shall be brought in 
the name of the people of the State of Colorado. 
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SYNOPSES OF ACTS 

Passed by the Legislature of California, relatina to watercourses and their 
use for irrigation by the people and by corporations, 

[May 15, 1854. Statutes 1854, p. 76.] 

This Act creates a Board of Water Commissioners and the office of 
Overseer in each township of the several counties of this State, to 
regulate watercourses within their respective limits. 

Section 1. Specifies the Counties of San Diego, San Bernardino, 
Santa Barbara, Napa, Los Angeles, Solano, Contra Costa, Colusa, and 
Tulare. 

Section 3. The duties of the Commissioners shall be to examine 
and direct such watercourses and apportion the water thereof among 
the inhabitants of their district, determine the time for using the 
same, and upon petition of a majority of the persons liable to work 
upon ditches, lay out and construct ditches, as set forth in such peti- 
tions. No authority is given in this Act for diversion or appropria- 
tion of water for irrigation by individuals or corporations independent 
of the action of the Boards of Water Commissioners, and it has no 
reference to the use of water for mining purposes. See Section 15. 

[February 19, 1857. Statutes 1857, p. 29.] 

This Act amends the law of 1854 as to the counties in which it 
shall operate, adding San Luis Obispo and Santa Cruz Counties and 
excluding San Bernardino. 

[April 28, 1860. Statutes 1860, p. 335.] 

This Act amends Section 15 of the Act of May 15, 1854. 

[February 21, 1861. Statutes 1861, p. 31.] 

This Act also adds Tehama and Sonoma Counties. 

[April 10, 1862. Statutes 1862, p. 235.] 

This Act amends Sections 2, 3, and 14 of the Act of May 15, 1854. 



SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 

[May 15, 1854. First Act.] 
[March 6, 1857. Statutes 1857, p. 63.] 

By the law of March 6, 1857, San Bernardino County was excepted 
from the operation of the law of May 15, 1854. This law, however, 
differs but little from the former law, either in form or principle. 

[April 12, 1859. statutes 1859, p. 217.] 

The law of April 12, 1859, amended Section 11 of the previous Act 
so as to prevent an unequal distribution of water and prevent fraud 
therein. 

[February 18, 1864. Statutes 1863-4, p. 87.] 

This law of February 18, 1864, repealed the previous laws and 
became a substitute therefor, providing for greater eflBciency in the 
management of the ditches and distribution of water. 
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[February 14, 1886. Statutes 1865-4, p. 93.] 

The law of February 14^ 1866, amended sections two, four, and six- 
teen of the previous Act, in order that redistribution of water could 
be made in certain cases, and the time determined for using the 
water by the irrigators; also, for keeping the ditches in better condi- 
tion, and preventing the improper use of water by persons when not 
authorized to use the water. 

No other county in the State has so complete and satisfactory a law 
on the subject of irrigation as San Bernardino County, and with 
some modifications to extend water privileges to new settlers and 
enforce the economical use of water by the present users, such a law 
could be made applicable to the wants of irrigators in any county of 
the State. 



LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 

[May 15, 1854.] 
[Apnl 1, 1864. Statutes 1863-4, p. 289.] 

Water franchise to P. Banning for supplying Camp Drum and 
Town of Wilmington with water for domestic uses and irrigation. 

[March 10, 1S74. Statutes 1873-4, pp. 312 to 318.] 

An Act to promote irrigation in Los Angeles County. Section 
fourteen repeals all Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act, so far as relates to the County of Los Angeles, except as to Los 
Angeles River and the City of Los Angeles, which are excepted by 
section thirteen. 

[March 20, 1^78. Statutes 1878, p. 374.] 

An Act to provide for and regulate irrigation in Township of Los 
Nietos, in the County of Los Angeles. The scope of this Act is not 
very different in principle from the laws of 1854 and 1874, just referred 
to, but is more particular in pointing out the duties of oflBcers, 
and what irrigators have to do in acquiring water rights and using 
the water for irrigation. While this law repeals all former laws as to 
the Township of Los Nietos, Section 23 extends the privilege of this 
Act to any other township in the county desiring to avail themselves 
of its provisions, and points out the mode of proceeding. 



CITY OF LOS ANGELES. 
[April 2, 1870. Statutes 1769-70, p. 645.] 

Concerning watercourses in the City of Los Angeles. 

[April 2, 1870, p. 702.] 

Act creating a Board of Water Commissioners in the City of Los^ 
Angeles, defining their powers and duties. 

[January 19, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 30.] 

Repealing last Act, and conferring the nowers and duties of Board 
of Water Commissioners on Mayor and Common Council. 
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[February 20, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 128.] 

Sections 2, 3, and 4 of Act amending the charter of the City of Los 
Angeles confers upon the Mayor and Common Council control over 
zanjas, watercourses, ditches, and canals within the city limits. 

[March 26, 1874. Statutes 1873-4, p. 633.] 

Section 1 of Article 2 of Act amending the charter of the City of 
Los Angeles, relates to watercourses and the control thereof within 
the city limits. 

[April 1, 1876. Statutes 1875-6, p. 692.] 

City charter again amended, and Section 1 of Article 2 defines the 
rights and powers of the city over Los Angeles River, and the dis- 
tribution of water within the city limits. 



TULARE COUNTY. 

[March 15, 1864.] 
[Statutes 1863-4, p. 167.] 

This Act creates a special Board of Commissioners for constructing 
a canal for irrigation and drainage purposes from the Kaweah River 
to a point near the town of Visalia. 

[April 4, 1864. Statutes 1863-4, p. 375.] 

Creates a Board of Water Commissioners for Tulare County, defines 
their powers and duties, and by Section 12 repeals all Acts of a gen- 
eral character conflicting with the provisions of this Act, so far as 
Tulare County is concerned. 

[March 20, 1866. Stetutes 1865-6, p. 313.] 

This Act is amendatory of the preceding Act, amending Sections 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7. It recognizes the existence of ditches, and the 
ownership thereof, aside from the public ditches provided for by the 
Acts of 1854 and 1864, by subjecting them to the control of the Board 
for the equitable distribution of the water. 

[March 7, 1868. Statutes 1867-8, p. 112.] 

This Act permits and provides for the private and company own- 
ership of ditches for irrigation, subject to supervision by the Board of 
Water Commissioners to prevent waste, and from whom permission to 
construct the ditch must first be obtained, and by whom the quantity 
of water to be used therein must be determined. This Act repeals 
the Acts of April 4, 1864, and March 20, 1866. 

[April 1, 1872. statutes 1871-2, p. 945.] 

This Act, though entitled " An Act to promote irrigation," applies 
equally to drainap:e. Its operation is prohibited in Fresno, Kern, 
Tulare, and Yolo Counties. It does not repeal any prior laws passed 
for special counties. 

[March 20, 1876. Statutes 1875-6, p. 547.] 

. ** An Act concerning water ditches and water privileges for irriga- 
tion, mining, and manufacturing purposes in Freaiio^ TxaAax^^^scA 
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Kern." It repeals all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with it. Like 
the Act of March 7, 1868, it permits the construction of private and 
company ditches, but gives the Board of Supervisors, instead of a 
Board of Water Commissioners, the authoritv to grant permission 
and declare the quantity of water which may be used. 



FRESNO. 



[April 2, 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. 777.] 

This Act creates a Board of Water Commissioners for Fresno 
County, authorizing them to establish irrigation districts, appoint 
Overseers, lay out ditches, and determine the quantity of water to be 
used, see that it is properly used to prevent waste, and that the 
ditches are kept in good repair. This Act repeals all Acts of a gen- 
eral character, so far as they affect Fresno County. 

[March 29, 1876. Statutes 1875-6, p. 547.] 

See reference to this Act under head of Tulare County. 

[March 25, 1878. Statutes 1877-8, p. 468.] 

This Act created an irrigation district known as the " West Side 
Irrigation District," and relating to the Counties of San Joaquin, 
Stanislaus, Merced, and Fresno. By Section 41 of this Act, the State 
not only gave the right of way over State land for the contemplated 
canal,and provided for the condemnation of other lands required, but 
" dedicated and set apart for the uses and purposes of the canal, all 
waters and water rights belonging to the State within the district 
necessary for said purposes." 



KERN COUNTY. 

[April 2, 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. 796. Statutes 1875-6, p. 547.] 

This county was erected out of the territory of Tulare and Los 
Angeles Counties, and for the portions thereof as taken from the 
respective counties the laws on the subiect of irrigation remained 
unchanged until March 29, 1876, when the county came under the 
same provisions as Tulare and Fresno above referred to in the matter 
of irrigation. 

[April 1, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 945.] 

From the operation of the Act of April 1, 1872, Kern County was 
specially excepted, as well as Fresno, Tulare, and Yolo Counties. 

[March 29, 1876. Statutes 1875-6, p. 499.] 

Special Act passed for improving a portion of King's River, and 
the construction of booms in the river for logging purposes. 



COLUSA COUNTY. 

[May 15, 1854. First Act] 
[March 26, 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. i51.] 

Special Act for construction of canal, in Colusa, Yolo, and Solano 
Counties. 
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TEHAMA COUNTY. 
[February 21, 1861. Statutes 1861, p. 31.] 

By this Act Tehama County was brought under operation of the 
law of May 15, 1854, in relation to the use of water for irrigation, and 
the means for conducting the same. 

[March 30, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 732.] 

This Act applies specially and only to Tehama Countv, and is 
supplemental to the Act of April 2, 1870 (Statutes 1869-70, p. 660), 

S)roviding for the " incorporation of canal companies, and to provide 
or the construction of canals and ditches." 



SONOMA COUNTY. 



[February 21, 1861. Statutes 1861, p. 31.] 

Bv this Act Sonoma County was brought under the operation of 
the law of May 15, 1854, in relation to the use of water for irrigation 
and the construction of canals for conducting the same, and no law 
has since been passed modifying its application to Sonoma County. 



SAN DIEGO, SANTA BARBARA, NAPA, SOLANO, CONTRA COSTA, SANTA 

CRUZ, AND SAN LUIS OBISPO COUNTIES. 

[May 15, 1854. Statutes 1854, p. 76.] 

This Act applies to these counties, and without subsequent change. 



YOLO COUNTY. 
[March 26, 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. 451.] 

Act to develop the agricultural interests of, and to aid in the con- 
struction of a canal for irrigation and inland trade in the Counties 
of Yolo, Colusa, and Solano. 

[April 1, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 945.] 

Act to promote irrigation. Yolo, Fresno, Kern, and Tulare, 
excepted from its operation. 



YUBA COUNTY. 



[April 2, 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. 812.] 

Act authorizing certain parties named therein to construct a water- 
course for irrigation and motive power from the Yuba River to 
Marysville.

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SISKIYOU COUNTY. 
[March 31» 1866. Statutes 1865-6, p. 609.] 

Act creating a Board of Water Commissioners and defining their 
powers and duties. This Act is of the same general character as 
the laws of other counties amending the first law of 1854. 



SAN FRANCISCO. 

[Two AcU of May 3, 1852. Statutes 1852, pp. 171 and 200.] 

First Act provides for the incorporation of water companies. 
Second ratifies the ordinance of June 11, 1851, for introducing water 
into the City of San Francisco. 

[Two Acts of March 18, 1858. Statutes 1858, pp. 73 and 75.] 

First Act ratifies ordinance of March 19, 1856, authorizing the 
Mountain Lake Water Company to introduce fresh water into the 
city, but prohibiting any construction of said Act from impairing 
any rights of the San Francisco City Waterworks. 

Second Act ratifies ordinance of August 6, 1857, authorizing the 
San Francisco City Waterworks to introduce pure fresh water into 
the City and County of San Francisco for fire, municipal, and other 
purposes. 

[April 22, 1858. Statutes 1858, p. 218.] 

General Act for the incorporation of water companies to supply 
any city and county or any cities or towns in this State, or the 
inhabitants thereof, with pure fresh water. 

[April 23, 1858. Statutes 1858, p. 254.] 

Act authorizing the owners of the Spring Valley Waterworks to 
lay down water pipes and furnish water for fires and other munic- 
ipal uses. 

[A-pril 11, 1859. Statutes 1859, p. 209.] 

Act amendatory of the preceding Act, guarding against interference 
with other water or gas pipes, or with the right of the Mountain Lake 
Water Company, or the San Francisco Waterworks Company.

Act to authorize the City and County of San Francisco to provide 
and maintain public waterworks for said city and county, and to 
condemn and purchase private property for said purpose. 

[April 3, 1876. Statutes 1875-6, p. 760.] 

Act amendatory of and supplementary to Act of March 1, 1876. 

[January 22, 1880. Statutes 1880, p. 1.] 

Act repealing Act of March 27, 1876, which provided for acquiring 
and maintaining public waterworks in the City and County of San 
Francisco. 



ARTESIAN WELLS. 
[March 18, 1876. Statutes 1875-6. p. 331.] 

This Act regulates artesian wells, to prevent waste and damage by 
overflow thereof in Santa Clara and Los Angeles Counties. 

[March 9, 1878. Statutes 1877-8, p. 195.] 

This Act regulates, generally, the use of artesian wells, and to pre- 
vent the waste of subterranean waters in this State. 



DISTRICT SYSTEM. 

Acts passed authorizing the organization of districts for irrigation : 

[April 1, 1872. statutes 1871-2, p. 945.] 

This is the first law bearing upon district organization for irriga- 
tion. Its application in Fresno, Kern, Tulare, and Yolo was pro- 
hibited by Section 26 of the Act. 

[March 10, 1874. Statutes 1873-4, p. 312.] 

This Act establishes the district system of irrigation for Los An- 
geles County, and repeals the Act of May 15, 1854, «a V> ^^ ^QVix^^5 
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[March 20, 1878. Statutes 1878, p. 374.] 

This Act creates a special district and law for Los Nietos, in Los 
Angeles County, but also, by Section 23, permits the creation of other 
districts in the same county, to be governed by the same law. 



THE ORGANIZATION OF CORPORATIONS FOR IRRIGATION PURPOSES. 

[April 22, 1850. SUtutei 1850, p. 347.] 

This Act authorizes the creation of corporations for the specific 
purposes named in the Act, but does not embrace irrigation. 

[Maj 14, 1862. Statutes 1862, p. 540.] 

This is the first Act which, in express terms, allows corporations to 
be organized for engaging in irrigation as a business. It increases 
the topics referred to in Chapter 5 of the Act of April 22, 1850, p. 347; 
May 3, 1852, p. 171; of April 14, 1853, p. 87; of May 18, 1853, p. 251; 
of April 30, 1855, p. 205: of April 22, 1858, p. 218, and includes irri- 
gation. 

Section 5 of this Act has been amended at various times, as to the 
counties to which it may or may not apply, viz.: Statutes 1865-6, pp. 
53 and 605; 1867-8, p. 134; 1871-2, p. 732. 

[April 2, 1870. statutes 1869-70, p. 660.] 

This Act repeals the Act of April 14, 1853, and is a substitute there- 
for, applying to the same special topics, but making modifications 
therein and omitting the exceptions as to the particular counties 
named in the Act of April 14, 1853. 

[April 4, 1870. Statutes 1869-70, p. 822.] 

This Act relates to corporations formed for trading, manufactur- 
ing, mechanical, or other lawful business or purpose, subjecting them 
to the duties, conditions, and liabilities imposed therein, and oy cer- 
tain sections of the Act of April 14, 1853, and of all other Acts 
amending the sections named. 



WATER RIGHTS BY APPROPRIATION UNDER THE CIVIL CODE. 

Sections from 1410 to 1422, inclusive, took efi*ect January 1, 1873, 
provide specific rules for the appropriation of water and have not 
been amended. 

But while their application would seem to be general to all parts 
of the State, we fina that Section 19, Subdivision 6, of the Political 
Code, makes this exception, viz.: "All Acts creating or regulating 
Boards of Water Commissioners and Overseers in the several town- 
ships or counties of the State," remain unaffected by either of the 
Codes. 

[March 27, 1872. Statutes 1871-2, p. 622.] 

Act to put into effect the provisions of the Civil Code relative to 
water rights.

necessarily used for the purpose of irrigation and reclamation ; and 
all surplus water over and above such actual appropriation and use, 
togetlier with the water of lakes, rivers, and other sources of water 
supply upon the public lands and not navigable, shall remain and be 
held free for the appropriation and use of the public for irrigation, 
mining, and manufacturing purposes, subject to existing rights. 



WATER RIGHTS FOR IRRIGATION — CONCLUSIONS DRAWN FROM REVIEW 

OF THE STATE LAWS. 

The following articles on the subject of irrigation, as governed by 
the laws of California, were contributed for the Recora-Union, but 
are included in my report, at the request of the Governor, for general 
information on the subject; also an article from the State Engineer, 
William Ham. Hall, given in explanation of said officer's views, as 
embodied in his report, and for the purpose of showing the impor- 
tance of legislative action on the subject for the future welfare of the 
State.

WHAT HAS THE LKOISLATURB OF CALIFORNIA DOKE IX THE MATTER OF IRRIGATION? 

The Legislature of California has legislated on four different methods of irrigation. 

First, for the control of the watercourses, the building of canals or ditches, and the distribu- 
tion of the water for the people in the counties where irrigation was considered necessary. 
This law was passed May 15, 1854, and can be found on y&ge seventy-six of the statutes of that 
year, and was applied to the Counties of San Diego, San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, Kapa, Los 
Anffeles, Solano, Contra Costa, Colusa, and Tulare, the present County of Kern being then 
included in Los Angeles and Tulare, and governed, as to irrigation, by the same law. 

This law, as to Los Angeles County, was never modified or repealed until March 10, 1874, 
(Stat., p. 312) ; and as to Tulare County, for one line of canal, a special Board of Commissioners 
was created March 15, 18ff4 (Stat., p. 167), independent of the Board created by the Act of 1854, 
but for the county generally on April 4, 1864 (Stat, p. 375), a law modeled after the law of 1854, 
though modifying it somewhat, was passed. Agam, on the twentieth of March, 1866 (Stat., 
p. 313), the law of April 4, 1864, was amended. Thus the law of April 4, 1864, as amended, 
applying to Tulare County, and the law of May 15, 1854, applying to Ix>8 Anffcles County, 
pointed out the only mode of irrigation applicable to the territory out of which Kern County 
was created on the second of April, 1866 (Stat, p. 777). 

So careful was the Legislature, or rather the representatives of Tulare County, to guard 
against the introduction or recognition of any other mode of irrigation in the countv, that 
Section 12 of the Act of April 4, 1864, provided' that *• all Acts of a general character convicting 
with the provisions of this, so far as applicable to the County of Tulare, are hereby repealed," 
thus guaniing effectually against allowing corporations to operate in the county under the 
assumption that they had authority given them under the Act of May 14, 1862 (Stat, p. 
540), which was the second law providing for irrigation. 

Again, so careful were the representatives of Kern that when the law of April 1, 1872 (Stat, 
p. 945) — the third law providing for irrigation — was passed, allowing districts susceptible of one 
mode of irrigation to be created, Kern, as well as Fresno, Tulare, and Yolo Counties, were 
excepted from its operation. (See Section 26, Stat, p. 948.) 

Again, when the fourth mode of providing for irrigation was created bv the adoption of the 
Codes (see Civil Code, Sections 1410 to 1422), Section 19 of the Political Code expressly said 
that "nothing in either of the four Codes affects any of the provisions of the following statutes," 
viz.: (Subdivision 6) "All Acts creating or regulating Boards of Water Commissioners and 
Overseers in the several townships or counties of the State." 

This brings us up to the last law passed on the subject of irrigation for Kern County, tie.: 
the Act of March 29, 1876 (Stat, p. 547), which does not differ materially from the previous 
Acts, except that it changes the organization controlling the wateroounes from a Board speciiJly 
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^Second Article.'] 

IRRIGATION — WHEX AND HOW DID CORPORATIONS ACQUIRK ANY RIGHT TO ENGAGE IX IRRIGATION. 

A corporation is the creature of law and can onlv engage in such business as the Legislature 
specially designates or permits. The first law authorizing the creation of corporations in Cali- 
fornia was passed April 22. 1850 (Stat., pp. .347-376). and is divided into nine cnapters. Chapter 
1 relates to their general powers and the mode of conducting the business of corporations. Toen 
follows in the succeeding chapters a specilirution uf the particular kind or character of occupa- 
tion in which they are permitted to engage, with the necessary rules for regulating the same. 
Chanter 2 applies to insurance companies; Chapter 3 applies to railroads; Chapter 4 to turnpike 
or plank roaas: Chapter 5 to manufacturing, mining, mechanical, or chemical purposes; Chap- 
ter 6 to telegraph companies; Chapter 7 to bridge companies; Chapter 8 to religious and other 
associations or societies; Chapter 9 to steam navigation companies. No other topics were there 
named as subject to the control of corporations, and you will notice that water is not one of 
them: and the necessity for controlling its use cannot be inferred or implied in connection with 
any of the topics named, except that of mining. It then becomes important and interesting to 
notice the various changes which led up to the exercise of any corporate control over water for 
irrigation purposes in connection with agriculture. You will notice that Chapter 5 contains 
only four topics. 

But on April 14, 1863 (Stat, p. 87), this chapter was modified by extending the exercise of 
corp<.>rate powers over two other topics, viz. : " engaging in any species of trade," or "commerce, 
foreign or domestic" — making, so far, six topics. Next, on April 30, 1865 (Stat., p. 205), another 
modification occurred, embracing two new topics, viz.: "wharfage and dockage "—making 
eight topics. Next, on April 22, 1858 (Stat., p. 218), corporate powers were extemled to *' water 
companies for supplying any city and county, or any city or towns in this State, or the inhabit- 
ants thereof, witn pure, fresh water" — making nine topics. But prior to this Act of 1858 the 
Legislature did, on May 3, 1852 (Stat. 1852. p. 171), so extend the scope of Chapter 5 of the Cor- 
poration Act of 1850, as to permit the "incorporation of water companies," for the purpose 
of supplying cities or towns in this State, or the inhabitants thereof, with pure, fresh water. 
This last Act was the first departure authorized by the Legislature interfering in cities and 
pueblos with the Mexican rule, which prohibited the exercise of individual or corporate con- 
trol, other than civic, over any and all waters necessarv for public use in the pueblos; the first 
intimation by law that water for cities or pueblos could be furnished by other means than those 
provided by the pueblos. All companies or corporations organized for or engaged in such busi- 
ness were operating without the sanction of law, but became legitimized by the Act of May 3, 
1852, or by Section 1 of the Act of April 22, 1858, which extended the right of incorporation •' to 
all corijorations already formed or thereafter to be formed under the previous Acts, for the pur- 
pose ot supplying any city and county, or any cities or towns in this State, or the inhabitants 
thereof, witn pure, fresh water." 

This, however, did not include corporations for irrigation, irrigation being still confined to the 
cooperation of the people under the law of May 15. 1854. But on May 14, 1862 (Stat., p. 540), 
we find the objects for which corporations can organize and operate extended to " the construction 
of canals for the transportation of passengers and freights, for the purpose of irrigation, or 
water power, or for the conveyance of water for mining or manufacturing purposes, or for all 
such purposes," increasing, by this Act, the topics to' fourteen for which corporations could be 
organized under the provisions of Chapter 5. On its face this would appear to be a general law 
for constructing canals, or for irrigation anywhere in the State ; but on page 53, Statutes of 1865-6, 
its operation was prohibited in tne Counties of Nevada, Placer, Amador, Sierra, Klamath, Del 
Norte, Trinity, Butte, Plumas, and Calaveras, and on page 605 it was amended so as to prohibit 
its operation in Placer County. On f)age 134, Statutes 1867-8, it was modified so as to be appli- 
cable in Butte, but denied in Tuolumne and Lassen Counties ; and on page 732, Statutes of 1871-2, 
it was changed, and made applicable, as amended, to Tehama County. Again, nowhere in this 
Act is it stated or intimated that the Act of May 15, 1854. and the Acts modifying the same, are 
repealed, or that the bars, as it were, had been let down so as to permit corporations organised 
for irrigation purposes to operate in the counties for which the late of 1854 was provided. Nor 
can it be shown that the corporation law of 1862 superseded the law of 1854 in any respect, or 
was intended to operate jointly with it in any county. 

But if it were permissible for corporations to operate under the law of 1862 jointly in any of 
the counties for which the law of 1854 was provided, their application and control could not 
possibly extend beyond the construction of the canals or ditclies, for neither in the Act of 1862 
or any of its modifications is there a mode provided by which corporations can acquire or appro- 
priate water unless by subjection, in common with other users, to the rules or provisions of the 
law of 1854. And when they are brought down to this, the danger from and the power of cor- 
porations over the water question ceases: for under that law (Section 3), as pointed out in my 
previous article, the regulation of the distribution of water for irrigation is retained under the 
control of the people, through their Board of Commissioners, and no private or corporate rights 
to water for irrigation can, or ever has. become vested in corporations in the counties named in 
the Act of 1854 and Acts amendatory thereof, while said Acts remain unrepealed. I take 
it, then, as an indisputable conclusion, that the organization of any corporation for irrigation 
purposes, before the passage of the law of 1862, in the counties named in the Act of 1864, was 
not merely a violation of tnat law, but of all law, and that companies to organiied could acquire 
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The next change of law that we find bearing unon imgatioD by corporationa i> tbe Act of 
Aprils, ISlrO<Stat. IS68-T0,p. 6S0}, which wiu> an elTort lo make general in ile >ppiie»tion to 
OMporationi tbe principlea DC tbe law of IHBI, and define more specifically tbe mode of proceed- 
ing Ibr afquiring the right of way for canals or ditches; but il gives then no greater nei I itiea 
Ibr aequimig the use of water, nor does it point out by what procew they are lo acquire it, ur 
bow they are to detofiaino the quantity of " walon not previoualj' appropriated." No ftiriher 
ObaAgea occurred in tbe lawa by which corporationa could gain any control over or acquire 
wktcr (br irrigatioQ until the adoption of the Cod« on Januiup' 1, 1HT3; and thi< ■■ tbe tint 
tinie that the moile ia deQuitely laid down by law for acquiring tne uae of water, except by tbe 
law of 1894. and the Acts aiaendatory thereof.

Ia ISTS, April 1 [Statutes of 1S7I-Z, p. Mi), the Legislature attempted lo pivvide another , 
qatem for irrigation or drainage, eslled the district lystem, whereby tbe lands susceptible of i 
one mode of irrigation or drainage could be managed by tbe owners at the property indepead- 
oot of other eontrol. The operation of this law has been confined to the draicaee of swamp 
la«iU, » far as known, and yet for the purpose of obtaining tbe necessary capital for conslmct- 
iSj caaala, dams, reservoirs, and keeping tbe same in repair, there baa not bwn devised a more 
nmple and effective mode. Its proviaioni for tbe constmction of the works arc far better than 
thoaaof the law of ISM. But in the matter of regulating the diitribution of tbe watflr, and 
liaqiiiig the control thereof free from individnal or corporate influence, it does not begin to 
oompara with it, and no law will compare with it which fails to reoogniie as a fundamental 
prlneipU that the use of running water, when irrigation is netusaary for the welfare and mun- 
tMunoe of a community, ia tbe common property of all the people, and should not be reduced 
W nrlvste ownership any more than tbe air wo brsathe or the light that shines upon us. 

Tb«r« is no intimation in this law, anv more than in the laws of IBS!, ISTO, or in the Codes, 
tbattbi* Act wu intended to, ur could operate in any of the counties named in the Act of IM' 
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itit&reDoe to permit of liarmonioua operation of the two lawa in the same county, and I do not 
Ihitlk it was intended that they should so operate, or tbe first Act would have been repealed in 
III jlliwa terms. But the law of 18S4,so far as it related to or aSecled tbe County of Los Angeles, 
ma repealed on the tenth day of March, 1ST4 (Stat. 18TS-4, p. 313). and never modified before 
la it* general application. Tbia law was modeled aomewhat after the law of 1872, for raising 
Ih* Ainda for constructing the canale, dama, and reservoin, that might be deemed necessary, 
Mtd aft«r the law of ISM, for the diitribution of the water. But it waa so loaded down with 
nttebfoery for ofilcial government and management that it did not meet the favor of the pe«- 
^) liiey did not adopt it cordially, and there is not to-day an organiialion opnaling under It. 
Itdiil, Irowever, enundate in clear and unmistakable terms the principlea lying at the (bun- 
dkUon of the law of JSS4, and which must eventually govern in tbe distribution of wstor for , 
irrintion, sa provided by the Constitution of 1B7B, whenever tbe Legisluturt ia fully aroused 
lo tba importance of the subject in preparing a oomprehenaive and practicable law for the 
filtun- welfare of tbe Stale, vis. (p. 318); " All waters from rains, rivers, or atreama, which (an 
b* ^plied to irrigation purposes, are hereby declared tbe property of the people, to be held for 
their use, and so utilised as to confer the greatest possible good upon tbe gnntest number."

IThird Article.^ 

IRRIGATION AS AFFRCTSD BT AHD AFPXCTINO RIPARIAN RIGHTS. 

It is not an unusual thing to hear lawyers and even Judges saj that they dislike to have any- 
thing to do with suits involving questions of State or United States land laws, because the 
practice is a specialty, and no one can predict with any degree of certainty what the result will 
oe. It cannot be reduced to the certainty of a mathematical demonstration. However true 
this may be concerning land laws in California, there is even more uncertainty as to results 
when they undertake to unravel the masteries of the laws of ** riparian rights;" not as applied 
to the rights of owners to use and retain control over the land along the bank or banks of the 
stream, ^r as to that there is no dispute, but as to the nature or extent of their right to use and 
divert the water which is accustomed to flow in the streams. 

The opinions of people in general on any given subject conform usually to what was regarded 
as the law where they came from, and are therefore as diifereut or diversified as the climatic 
and topographical condition of the country; for these variations determine, in a great degree, 
the necessities of the people, and the laws resulting therefrom must vary to meet their demands. 
Uniformity of laws cannot be expected in States or localities where the natural conditions are 
totally different. If uniformity of climate and topography could exist all over the land, its 
division into different States and Territories would not be a matter of necessity but of mere con- 
venience; a multiplicity of Legislatures would be useless; one only would be required to enact 
laws common for all the people, applicable alike to all parts of the country. 

The term "riparian rights" is one that is in common use all over the world where the "civil 
law" governs, or where the ** common law" prevails. Its primary signification is "right to 
the bank of the river, and, as an incident, to the use of the river in connection therewith:" and 
we find rivers or streams everywhere, and generally people living on their banks, reducing 
the land to private ownership and making use of the rivers — using one or both to supply the 
wants of nature. From this general use has arisen the expression " riparian rights," denoting 
a claim or a right to use the rivers in their whole length by the people who live along the 
banks and need them. 

The first rule which obtained concerning the use of rivers was, that in order to supply the 
common want of water for man and beast, they must be allowed tr> run from source to outlet as 
they exist or are accustomed to run, with no more or less interruption than nature has produced. 
This rule was soon infringed upon, for it was found that nature's wants extended beyond the use 
of water for drinking purposes or cooking, and that it could be utilized, or hameased, as it 
were, and made an auxiliary in supplying man's wants without detriment to any one. Hence 
we find in very early times that in England, France, Germany, and other northern countri^, 
the use of the rivers for mill power was permitted, and became recognized as a " riparian right," 
yet so restricted as not to allow damage to be done by such use to the owners of land above or 
below on the same stream, or to interfere with their use of the water. But in arid countries we 
find the use of water extended still further, as in India, Egypt, southern Europe, and the 
Spanish colonics in North and South America. "Wherever there is a scarcity of rain for vegeta- 
tion, there the use of water for irrigation is not only permitted, but encouraged by laws wnich 
deny to the proprietors of land on tne banks of the rivers the exclusive ownership of the water 
accustomed to now over or through their land. The laws of these countries step in and take 
into consideration the general necessities of the whole people, making their interest paramount 
to that of the riparian owner, or of any special class. 

California was one of these Spanish colonies, and it is through this channel, rather than 
through the English " common law," that we should look for the necessary customs, rules, and 
laws applicable to the wants of a people settling in a country where for six or seven months in 
the year there is scarcely more than a passing shower. When we investigate this subject as to 
the older States of the Union whose origin was English, we find a close adherence to the English 
" common law " of riparian rights, and a marked absence of all statutory laws for the guidance 
of the people or the Courts; yet. in examining the decisions, we occasionally find gradual yield- 
ing from the strictness of the common law principle towards permitting the use of water of 
streams not navigable, for more than supplying the natural wants and mill i>ower. In Maine. 
Connecticut, and Massachusetts, though not in New York, its use for watering meadows was 
sustained by the Courts, but not allowed for general cultivation. So, too, in Illinois its use 
for such purpose was }>ermitted, on condition that a quantity of water necessary for supplying 
the natural wants of the people below on the same stream was left unimpaire<l. But even in 
that case the Court held that " where all have a right to participate in a common benefit, none 
can have an exclusive enjoyment; no rule, from the very nature of the case, can be laid down 
as to how much each one may use without infringing u|wn the rights of others." 

By the Roman law, running water, light, and air were put in the same category as common 
property, res communes, and could not be reduced to private ownership. The only deviation 
from this principle in England, under the " common law," is the use of the stream for mill 
power, in connection with the grinding of grain or in manufactures, and a similar departure 
extended to all the English colonies in America. But even in the use of the str^tm (or mill 
power, the claimant of such right is bound to so use it as not to interfere with a similar use by 
others above or below him, because each owner of land along the stream is entitled to an equal 
use thereof without diminution in volume or velocity, as these two factors determine its avail- 
ability for mill power, and they are his to the full extent of his frontage boundary, but no 
JkrtJlier.

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By the laivi 111 Spuiu, "water, luida, iind mlaea belonged lo the King isparlof his paitrimonj, 
»i)il to llie Prince b«long»^lhe right of dirtributinn of water — that being hia right, and reaerred 
la blm. it i> a le^itimat* inference that no one can take public waters upon bis prirate grouitd* 
^for irrigivliou without royal permission, more particularly in what is peculiar lo New Spain." 
And by the d»rrce ofOctober 19, lTa4, all the neoestary instructioni respecting land and water 
were therein set forth. (See Hamilton's MexiMn Law. page 1 11.) Thu work is well worth 
csaoiiiiiug nii (bo taw of water righla, the rules govemiug its distribution for irrigation, and the 
modeof measuring the water. We there loam that "when the walersupply is found insufficient 
!(• ineel the ruquiremenle of those interested, resortment i> had to distribution by tuma, eoine 
using in the daytime and others by night, or in any other way which may be agreed upon. 
BOBOse what belongs to the whole public should be so controlled that all may have a share in 
Iks distribution aemnliiig to tbe caDoiiical regulation." 

Vb* fundamental principle of the Spanish and Mexican law eonceming tbe use of water is, 
that all running water hnviugbanke, or (nnfined within banks, whether navigable or not, is the 
propsrty of the King or the State, and must remain a reeervation for the common use of all the 
peopts, ncept where be makes a speciol grant of the water as such. 

l%a Spanish and Mexican laws any, on this subject, that a "servitude of water cannot be 
MOfpircd by the fact of being a natural watercourse, nor by using it. although it may have 
baea flowing on the lower part of the land for a thouaand years: and for no olber reason tbiD 
frntn the inherent right of (elf-preservation end the natural course of things in respect to said 
waUr. N<> right thereto shall be attributed unless not only the law, but the hiaheat will (that 
of tbe Kin;) also concur therein." (Hamilton's Mexican Laws, page llj.) Where, then, do

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tance), our legislators may learn some lessons beneficial to themselves and to the people of the 
State, if adopted in principle and practice. 

Now lot us turn to the general laws of Colorado and we will find as follows, on page 515, 
Chapter 45 : 

" Section 1. All persons who claim, own, or hold a possessory right or title to anv land or 
parcel of land witliin the boundary of the State of Colorado, as defineil in the Coastitution of 
said State, where those claims arc on the bank, margin, or neighborhood of any stream of water, 
creek, or river, shall be entitled to the use of the water of said streiun, creelc, or river, for the 
purposes of irrigation and making said claims arable to the full extent of the soil for agricul> 
tural purposes. • 

" Sec. 2. When any person owning claims in such locality has not sufficient length of area 
exposed to said stream t<.> obtain a sufficient fall of water to irrigate his laud, or that his farm is 
too far removed from said stream, or that he has no water facilities on those land.«. he shall be 
entitled to a right of way through the farms or tracts of land which lie between him and the 
stream, or the farms or tracts of land which lie above or below him on said stream, for the pur- 
poses hereinbefore stated. 

** Sec. 4. In case the volume of water in said stream or river shall not be sufficient to supply 
the continual wants of the entire country through which it passes, then the County Judge of 
the county shall appoint three Commissioners, as hereinafter provided, whose duty it shall be to 
apportion, in a just and e<)uitable proportion, a certain amount of said water upon certain or 
alternate weekly days to difierent localities, as they may, in their judgment, think best for the 
interest of all parties concerned, and with due regard to the legal rights of all." 

Nothing could be more simple and comprehensive in its application to the wants of all the 
people, giving to each, wherever his land may be situated, a right to share in the use of water 
in common with his neighbor more favorably situated near the stream. " Mine and not thine '* 
has no place in the laws of Colorado and New Mexico in giving exclusive right to the first 
appropriator of water. We trace their laws on the subject of irrigation to the same common 
origin as our own law of May 15, 1854, viz., to the laws of Spain and Mexico, and not through 
the *' common law'' of England ; and none could know better the character of the country and 
the wants of the people in the southern part of our State than those who aided in passing the 
law of 1854, which is equally comprehensive in providing for the wants of the people for all 
coming time as the laws referred to. 

By the term '* riparian rights," as used in Colorado and New Mexico, and other countries of * 
Mexican origin, they mean the common right of all the people living in the vicinity of the 
river to share equally in the use of the water, first for satisfying their natural wants, and after 
that for their artificial wants, such as irrigation and mill power. But no idea of exclusive 
control over or ownership in the water as a superior right or title in fee can be found, except 
where the evidence is clear that a s][)ecial grant of the water, as water, and not as an accident to 
the land, was obtained from the King or sovereign power: and this cannot be shown, I think, 
in connection with any of the Mexican grants in California, except to some of the pueblos. 

The substitution of the authority of the United States in California in place of that of Mexico, 
undoubtedly introduced and made the " common law" paramount before the State was estab- 
lished and laws therefor were created; but by Articles 8 and 9 of the treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo, property rights of every kind were to be inviolably respected, and therefore tne 
change of governments neither enlarged nor diminished the rights of grant-holders to the use 
of water for irrigation. If, therefore, the Mexican law did not give persons living on the banks 
of streams any superior or special privileges as riparian proprietors, different from what they in 
common enjoyed with others, neither did nor could the^ acquire any greater rights under the 
" common law" during the interim between the acquisition of the country and its erection into 
a State ; for under that law, as already shown, no right to water for irrigation was ever granted 
or could attach. Therefore when we find the term ''riparian rights" used in any of the laws 
modifying the law of 1854, which did not contaiu any such expression, we have no authority 
for attaching to it any greater import than it could or did have under the Mexican law or 
** common law," unless some special or different meaning has been given to it by statute, and 
none such is found in the Codes. Those who claim superior or exclusive rights because they 
are riparian proprietors, must either consider themselves fully sheltered behind the general 
ignorance which prevails as to the meaning of the wordti, or they must rely upon the inability 
of their neighbors to fully test the extent of their meaning. 

My object in writing these articles has been to call attention to the necessity of providing 
some general law on the subject of irrigation, and to show that no vested rignts have been 
acquired by individuals, by corporations, or by rijparian proprietors, prohibiting the Legislatore 
from enacting, as did the Legislatures of Colorado and New Mexico, a general practical law on 
the subject, suitable for the wants of the people in a growing State and for all time. I fully 
believe that whatever doubts existed as to the authority of the Legislature to enact laws on this 
subject, establishing a common standard for all, that the present Constitution has brushed away 
all such obstacles, as pointed out in my first article. This view is strengthened by the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of this State in the case of the Spring Valley Water Works vs. 
the Board of Supervisors of San Francisco, wherein they define the power conferred by the 
present Constitution over the water question in all its phases. 

I have not aimed at pointing out what the legislation on this subject should be, bnt merely 

to show that the Legislature has entire control over the subject, and that its importance de- 

mmndB the aeriouB ooDsideration of the Legislature at as early a day as possible. The Mirtioular 

duumoter of the Jegtalation required comet eapecialiy within the province of the State mgineer. 
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Wm. Ham. Hall, and I would call particular attention to said officer's report of 1881 to the 
Jjegislature. He has therein elaborately treated the subject of irrigation, and pointed out what 
he considers necessary to be done as preliminary to final legislation. Whether or not his sug- 
eestions are the best that can be devised to meet the wants of the State and guard against class 
legislation is a debatable question, but he has furnished valuable information on the subject for 
the consideration of the Legislature and the public. 

We agree as to what should be done were all obstacles removed, but we differ in this: He 
recognizes the existence of vested and exclusive rights to the use of water by prior appropria- 
tion, or that whatever the present claims may be they must first be ascertained and defined by 
a Board of Commissioners or the Court, then be recorded and made a servitude for the specified 
quantity of water so found for all time, before intelligent legislation can be had on the question ; 
while I hold that the right to control the water question haa always been a reserved power of 
the State, and that the use of water for irrigation is and never has m this State been more than 
a usufruct, a mere lease of the right to use, terminable at any time by the will of the people 
when expressed through legislative action. His proposed plan would merely require legislation 
to quiet title in the present claimants, virtually giving them control of the waters of the State; 
while my idea is, that legislation is required to bring all users to a common level without giving 
preference riglits to favored classes, but giving to each cultivator of the soil in proportion to the 
land he cultivates, when there is water enough for all ,* or, when there is scarcity, then the 
distribution as to quantity shall be proportionately diminished, but no one excluded. 

The importance of this matter as a State question is second to no other, and there is as much 
necessity for its settlement now on broad and sound principles, looking to the future welfare of 
the State, as there is for a determination of the debris problem, or as there once was for the 
settlement of the question whether stock should be allowed to roam at the will of the owner, 
regardless of the enect produced thereby on the small agriculturists.

THE IBBIOATION QUESTION. 

The Views of the State Engineer as Contrasted with those of the Surveyor- General. 

Eds. Record-Union: I have read with much interest the articles on irrigation and riparian 
rights from the pen of our honorable Surveyor-General, as recently published in your paper, 
for I realize the importance of bringing the subiect before the public, and am pleased to see this 
thing being done by one so competent as Mr. Shanklin. 

Having oeen charged with an official investigation of the subject, I am not free to speak 
unofficially, except in so far as I have already reported,* but as Mr. Shanklin, in calling atten- 
tion to that which I have written and submitted, has, unintentionally, no doubt, misstated my 
position on the question, I venture to make a correction. 

Toward the end of his third paper, in your issue of July thirty-first, after referring to my 
report of 1881 in a very graceful manner, and after saying, " We agree as to what should be 
done were all obstacles removed, but we differ in this,'' namely, tne removal or manner of 
removing obstacles, Mr. Shanklin concludes: ''His (my) proposed plan would merely require 
legislation to quiet title in the present claimants (to water), virtually giving them control of the 
waters of the State; while my idea is that legislation is required to bring all users to a common 
level without giving preferred rights to favored classes, but giving to each cultivator of the soil 
in proportion to the land he cultivates, when there is water enough for all, or when there is 
scarcity, then the distribution as to quantity shall be proportionately diminished, but no one 
excluded." 

I make no criticism upon Mr. Shanklin's proposition, but desire to state my own position, 
seeing that the above interpretation is erroneous. 

Being instructed under the laws to make *' an investigation of the problems of irrigation," 
and to ''make such an examination as may appear to be necessary for the full and complete 
solution of these problems," I find amongst otoer things, in the irrigation counties, hundreds of 
claims to water existing without intelligible record of their extent, nature, or foundation. As 
Mr. Shanklin has explained, there have been a number of general, and local, or special laws on 
the subject of irrigation enacted in the State; and many decisions under these, the common law, 
and the United States statutes, affecting rights or claims which have been initiated under them 
or under the custom of appropriation, nave been made by the Courts, until, as a result, there is 
a perfect hodge-podge of claims and counter-claims, active, sleeping, or perhaps dead, and no 
one can go into an^ irrigation county of the State and, from the records or the facts to be 
ascertained by inquiry, find out what claims exist, much less what rights have been established. 

Hence, there is a never-ending appeal to the Courts by water claimants for settlement of their 
disputes, and a very great distrust abroad in the safety of irrigation enterprise, entertained by 
those who would settle in the country as farmers and fruit growers. 

I look upon this condition of things as the most unfortunate that could well obtain, and I 
honestly believe that it is doing more to retard the advancement of this State in acquiring a 
desirable population than any other one cause now operating; for I have had many opportuni- 
ties of jnaging of the disappointment on this score which has met men of small capital who 
baTS come here in search or homes and investment, and I know of the feelings with which 
they hsTe gone away. 
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Thinkine thus, I have stronglj recommended, as a first more, that the Legislature take such 
steps as wiU establish, as soon as possible, the status of each of these water claims, and make it, 
so far as it is a good and valid ctaim, properly of record ; and then require each claimant of 
water to keep his claim posted up to date in the Recorder's office by an annual sworn statement 
of the extent of his diversion and distribution for use. Going beyond this, I have suggested 
that the State take control of the distribution of the waters from the natural streams to the arti- 
ficial canals, and thus see that the water is dealt out according to the recognized claims, as it is 
done in every other irrigation country, and thus stop this eternal squabbling in the Courts and 
warfare on tne streams. And going still further, I have pointed out that the State should retain 
the power, under any circumstances, to insist upon an economical use of waters in irrigation, so 
that all the lands which it is possible to serve with the supply may be watered. 

The legislation outlined in my report of 1881, as was specially stated therein, was offered as 
a suggestion, only to^erve as a startmg point for discussion. 

I have not ventured to express an opinion as to whether there exist any valid exclusive claims 
or rfehts to water for irrigation or not, or what is the nature of the claims, if any well founded. 
But I have tried, without attacking any class of claims, to point out the absurd condition in 
which this irrigation interest now is; to show that it is simply a bird of one kind for the legal 
fraternity to pluck, and at the same time, an object of another kind to scare away would-be 
settlers in the country ; that in reality water appropriators, riparian proprietors, and dry land 
owners, one and all. arc suffering for the want of a aefined ana active policy on the part of the 
State in the matter of irrigation, and that it is the duty of the State to mitiate such proceedings 
as will bring these troubles to a speedy termination. 

Mr. Shanklin, unintentionally perhaps, has conveyed the idea that I would confirm existing 
water claims as a solution of the problem. This is not in accordance with what I have reported. 
But I do say now, that it were better to set up and recognize water monopolies by legislative 
action at once, and then regulate them by statute under the Constitution, than to let matters 
drift as they are drifting at present in this regard, for to this end will we come at last, and then 
the whole matter will be in a most unmanageable form, for many reasons which it would take 
too mudi space to present here. 

I see in the not nistant future an outcome wherein this subject will bo so muddled by piece- 
meal treatment in the Courts, as (>oint by point, in no consecutive onier or bri>ad scope, the 
questions at law are brought before them, that nothing but continued and everlasting litigation 
can be made of it. When other thousands upon thousands of dollars will have been expended 
in wrangling, and other millions will have been wasted in flimsy works in duplicate and with- 
out system, and when a desirable class of settlers will have been kept from our State, then will 
there be cause for outcry more widespread than any which now exists, and one which will 
come as near home as any cause well can come. 

Now, I want to avoid this as a first step by State legislation, authorizing and directing some 
constituted authority to call upon all claimants of water to prove up their claims to the extent 
they have been made good, if at all, under the laws and Constitution, and make them of record 
according to some general standard of measurement as to amount. This is a preliminary step 
onlv, and if. perchance, there are no valid water claims for irrigation existing in the State, as I 
understand Mr. Shanklin to maintain, then the Courts will so find, no doubt, and the whole 
matter will be greatly simplified. Or if, perchance, the Legislature has complete control over 
all waters in the streams, and can regulate their disposition without regard to private claims. 
as Mr. Shanklin thinks it can, it (the Legislature) may find this out when it comes to consider 
the subject on a broad basis. 

My aim has been to urge legislative consideration and action looking to State regulation of 
irrigation affairs, to the end that the water be caused to irrigate all the land it can be made to 
serve, and that at a minimum of cost to the irrigators. 

A settlement of water right quarrels, and a State supervision of works and diversions of water, 
is necessary to accomplish this end. 

The difference between Mr. Shanklin and myself is, therefore, that I have not ventured an 
opinion on legal points, as to State authority, but press the State to exercise what authority she 
has, at once, to effect a solution; while Mr. Shanklin, being a lawyer, has written a very 
interesting opinion to the point that the State has complete control over the waters, and can do 
as she sees fit by legislative enactment in the premises.

In connection with the item of fees, I regret the necessity of rep)ort- 
ing that one of the clerks in the oflSce of the Surveyor-General (since 
discharged) took and appropriated to his own use $956 of the money 
of the State, but upon the discovery of the deficiency, and upon 
demand being made, restored the amount taken. 



GENERAL OFFICE WORK. 



Some of the new maps furnished during the administration of my 
predecessor have been carefully compared with and substituted for 
the old ones, and copies of United States township maps have been 
lirocared. 
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The largely increased inquiry concerning application for and sale 
of the lands oi the State has resulted in an enormous amount of cor- 
respondence and clerical work, compelling the full force of the office 
to work from two to four hours over-time each* day. 

In the discharge of my duties as Surveyor-General, I found it nec- 
essary to visit Washington, D. C, last Winter, to perform the duties 
formerly assigned to the Agent of the State of California, and to avoid 
the necessity of such absence from this office, I most earnestly recom- 
mend the passage again of an Act providing for the employment of 
an agent to represent this State in Washington. 

PROPOSED CHANGES IN RELATION TO THE SALE OP STATE SCHOOL 

LANDS. 

Permit me most respectfully to call your attention to certain im- 

Seratively necessary changes in the Political Code relative to the 
isposition of State lands. 

Section 3498 provides : " All applications filed in the Surveyor- 
Generars office 'must be retained sixty days before approval." By 
an Act passed April 28. 1880, it was evidently intended to amen^ 
Section 8498, as sliown oy Section 6 of siiid Act, by the following 
additional provision: "And must be approved (when there is no con- 
flict) by the Surveyor-General at the expiration of six months." But, 
unfortunatclv, this additional provision is clearly void, because it is 
not expressed in the title of the Act (see Art. 4, Sec. 24, Constitution) 
and also is erroneously appended to Section 3548, instead of Section 
3498, whicli is not mentioned. 
Section 3498 should be amended to provide as follows: 

Section 3498. All a]inlication8, under whatpoevor Act, file<l in the ottice of the Surveyor- 
Generul must Ih" retoinoti eixty days, and must Ims approve*! (when then* is no conflict) by the 
Surveyor-General at the expiration of six months. And all unapproved applications, which 
have Wen on file over six months, wherein the c^mtest has not btien referred to Court, or a 
demand made for an order of reference, as provided in Sei'tion 3414, Political Cotle, shall be 
canceled. 

By the passage of an Act as outlined, the records of this office will 
be relieved of a very large number of ** dummy '* locations, which 
have incumbered the records for many years, and in future prevent 
narties who do not seek to purchase in good faith from withholding 
lands from sale for a longer period than six months. 

Of the lands of the State there still remain unsold sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections, aggregating many thoustmds of acres. The Act 
of April 28, 1880, which retiuired settlement upon all school lands as 
prerequisite to tlie purchase thereof, ])ractically withdrew from sale 
those tracts which are suitable only for grazing. The choice lands 
were surveyed and sold years ago, and tnose that remain are either 
recently surveyed or are what remain from old surveys. As long as 
the present law is in force, these lands will remain unsold, and the 
stockmen will liave the free use thereof, the schools will be deprived 
of tlie revenue from their siile, and the counties receive no taxes 
thereon. 

Permit me to suggest an amendment to the present law, providing 
that school lands that are not suitiible for cultivation, and have been 
surveyed for five years, and remain unsold, may be located in trael^ 
of six hundred and forty acres, without settlement. 



In concluding this report, permit me to explain my reasons for 
otnitting to include the sttitistioal tables heretofore compiled from 
the reports ot the County Assessors: 

Section 483, Political Code, provides what the report of tlie Sur- 
veyor-General shall include — Part 4 says: "To rc(iuire County Sur- 
veyors and Assessors to collect and transmit to him, at such times as 
he -may direct, information relative to the subject-matter of his bien- 
nial reports." 

Section 408^1, Political Code, provides: "The Boa^rd must require 
Assessors to report to the Surrrifor-Gfnrral annually, etc.; but by the 
IJassage of the Act of March 14, 1883, entitled "An Act to establish a 
uniform system of county and township governments,*' said Sec- 
tion 4081 was virtually repealed, and Section oOof siiid Act of March 
14, 1883, now provides tliat " the Board must require the Assessors to 
report to the State Board of Kf/nalization annually," etc. Therefore 
it would be a useless dupliiration for mo to include these statistics, 
which are to be a i)art of the report of the honorable St^itc Board of 
Equalization. 

Section 483, Political Code, should be ameiKkMl })y striking out 
Part 4 of said section.

An inspection of the foregoing tabulated statements, showing the num- 
ber of patents and certificates of purchase issued, and number of appli- 
cations filed during the past six ^ears, will indicate the largely increased 
nale of lands, and the consequent increase in the volume of labor devohing 
upon the Surveyor-General and assistants during the present aduiinistra- 
tinp. It also indicates that the office has been more nearly self-sustaining 
than during any past administration. 



I 
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. DELINQUENT INTEREST ON STATE LANDS. 

Suite in foreclosure, instituted because of the non-payment of the annual 
interest due on State lands, are extremely expensive legal proceedings; 
and long experience has demonstrated that such suits invariably result in 
loss rather than benefit to the interest of the State. If the lands are of 
value the delinquent interest is always paid, even though it often amounts 
to as nuich as the principal. On the other hand, when the lands revert to 
the State they are found to be of no value whatever, and the State suffers 
the loss of the expense of the suit in foreclosure. During the last eighteen 
years the Registers have sent out the delinquent lists only seven times, 
though required to do so annually. 

I concur with the expressed opinion of my predecessor, that the law 
should be changed so as not to reiiuire the issuance of delinauent lists 
oftener than once in four years, or else fix a limit to the cost of loreclosure 
so as not to absorb all the money rtH»eived by the State. The law of 1863 
fixed a limit to the amount payable in such suits; but the costs now 
demanded are generally much greater than the amount collected by the 
State. 

TIMBER LANDS. 

I also have the honor to report that it is my belief that all State lands, 
known to ])e timbered lands, should l)e withheld from sale entirely, and 
that a conciurent resolution should be adopted at the next session of our 
Legislature requesting our delegates in Congress to endeavor to secure the 
passage of a bill withdnn\ing from sale all unsold United States lands 
returned and known to be timber lands. 

I make this recommendation because of the fact that the denuding of 
the mountam sides of their forests is reducing the amount of water in the 
springs and watercourses along their sides, and rendering disastrous floods 
possible by the too sudden precipitation of the Winter rains into the differ- 
ent watercourses. 

STATE SCHOOL LANDS. 

I would also recommend an examination, by such methods as the Leg- 
islature mav prescribe, of the remaining unsold State School Lands, with 
a view of discovering their quality and grading their value, in order that 
the lands mav be sold at an approximation to their tnie value, and the 
School Fund tliereby be increased by a much larger amount than it would 
be if the land were sold at the present price of $1 25 an acre. 

FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND-ACRE GRANT. 

I would also recommend the adoption of a concurrent resolution request^ 
ing our delegates in Congress to use their best endeavors before the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to secure the final settlement between the State and 
the United States of the five hundred thousand-acre grant, belie\'ing that 
there is still a balance due the State of California of some ten thousand 
acres.

I would also recommend an examination, by such methods as the Le 
islature may prescribe, of the remaining unsold State School Lands, wit 
a view of discovering their quality and grading their value, in order th 
the lands may be sold at an approximation to their true value, and tl 
School Fund thereby be increased by a much larger amount than it woul 
be if the land were sold at the present price of $1 25 an acre. 

FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND-ACRE GRANT. 

I would also recommend the adoption of a concurrent resolution reques 
ing our delegates in Congress to use their best endeavors before the Depar 
ment of the Interior to secure the final settlement between the State aa* 
the United States of the five hundred thousand-acre grant, believing thu 
there is still a balance due the State of California of some ten thousaa 
acres. 

A close inspection of the foregoing tabulated statements, showing th 
number of patents and certificates issued, and amount of acreage enterec 
will indicate the largely increased sale of lands (farin excess of that undc 
any former administration) , and the consequent increase in the volume < 
labor devolving upon the Surveyor-General and his assistants during tfa 
present incumbency. In order to keep pace with the large accumulatio 
of work incident to this great volume of business, the clerical force of m 
office has been steadily employed early and late. The large increase 
fees received shows conclusively that never before in the history of th 
office has such an unprecedented amount of business been transacted. ^ 

The office during tne past two years has not only been self-sustainit 
but has paid into the Treasury of the State a large surplus. 

The indexing and transcribing of the lieu books are now some « 
months in arrears, owing to the small clerical force not having the time 
devote to this work. The completion of this work is a matter of importai^ 
to the public, and will be finished as soon as time is found. 

The last Legislature appropriated $2,000 for the purchase of maps e^ 
copying the same for the two fiscal years ending July 1, 1889 — $1,000 
which was judiciously expended during the fiscal year ending July 1, 1^ 
in copying and transcribing the old and mutilated tract books into im 
ones, which had already been purchased. The work is being prosecui 
and will be completed at no distant day. 

With the consent of the honorable Board of Examiners, this oflfi 
employed an extra clerk for the period of four months, in order to asgf 
the regular force in the prosecution of the public business, incurring : 
expense of $532, and I respectfully ask that the payment of this claim 
recommended to the honorable Legislature for passage. 

I take this opportunity to extend my thanks to my assistants, who ha 
labored day and night to cope with the unexpected and unprecedent< 
volume of business, without a complaint or expectation of reward. 

In conclusion, I would suggest that this office be allowed two extra clerl 
to be employed whenever — in the discretion of the Surveyor-General — th( 
services may be required ; also, that the appropriation for postage and e 
pressage be increased, as the present amount is found to be inadequate i 
the requirements of the business of this office. 

Inasmuch as by Section 483 of the Political Code the State Surveyc 
General is required to report te the Governor *' all facts in his opinion a 
culated to promote the development of the resources of the State,^^ I deem 
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liy duty to make some auggeBtione to your Excellency, relative to matters 
"nich I consider tolHi,at present, of the most vita! importanpe to the intw- 
wte of the State. 

Since man receives from the soil and the use of water all things neces- 
Htj for the support of liis body, the laws regulating the difltrihution and 
p«« of these elements are of the highest importance in tlie economy of eiv- 
iUied life, and should seriously occupy the attention of those officers of the 
Ooreniment whose duty it is to frame such laws as may be required for 
the ffolection of property and for the equitable adjustment of the right to 
m euch elements as are inseparable from the necessities of human 
eiigtence. 

Fortunately for the prosperity of the State, the recent decisions of the 
Ugheffl tribunals of the countrj- have done much toward settling forever 
•IfquestionB with respect to Spanish land grants in California, which for 
nwre than thirty years have harrasaed the people, occupied the Courts, and 
Warded the prosperity of the country. 

The report of my predecessor of 1886 shows, that of the eight hundred 
nA thirteen claims of Spanish and Mexican land grants presented to the 
I^od Commisaion, under the Act of the third of March, 1851, only a few 
i^oiain to bo patented, and most of these are small lots forming parts of 
Cfuit«,Kild in small parcels to individuals; so that the vexatious questions 
niatjve to Spanish and Mexican land grants in California may be conaid- 
"t^d 88 practically settled. 

Theie ie, however, another question, which is now agitating the people of 
*>« Stale, which is, perhaps, of quite as much importance to the well-being 
w*d promerity of the country as the settlement of questions relative to the 
ytie* aoa locations of Spanish land grants; and this is the question rela- 
' Ve to the use of flowing water for purposes of irrigation. 

The water of flowing streams is to the earth what the blood in the veins 
■id srtttries is to the animal eyslem: one gi^^ng life and energy to the 
Ody, and the other fruitfulness to the earth. 

In England, where the earth is watered by frequent summer showers, 
Qd the soil moistened by ocean fogs, water for the public use is not a 
^ing of so much importance as it is in those arid regions of the earth 
'i\viK it seldom rains, and where, without irrigation, the earth would be a 
curen desert without human habitation. 

Therefore, the framers of the common law of England, not being taught 
'y nttaaity the importance of providing for the common use of the flowing 
i»'aterB of tJio eouutry, gave the same to the owners of the land bordering 
t»«)ftream. 

For the reasons above stated, this law has for centuries, perhaps, worked 
no iirdshijj or injustice to the inbabitants of that country; hut, from the 
laiure of things, it is manifefit that laws, which in one country might be 
^>wwficia! or harmless, in another, surrounded by diflerent conditions, 
would be utterly nflnous. 

TliBiahftbitantsof all arid countries being impelled by their neetlshave, 
froin tjiiie immemorial, given much attention to the laws regulating the 
public or C'linmon use of flowing waters. 

8j«in and large portions of Spanish America being naturally arid and 
•"^ett Ui protracted droughts, it has been found necessary U> make very 
•Wipnt liiwa and regulations relative to the distribution and common use 
'^ Btiwiiili waters. Hence, many laws on this subject are found recorded 
in IW "^urtidns." and "Recopilacion de Indius," and, besides, learned 
^Mn and n^ports on the same subject.

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times granted 8uch common rights as pertain to the use of waters, is showi 
by the " Partidas," which declare: " That the * ribero del mar ' (sea beach) 
the space between high and low tide, cannot be granted to any person, noi 
can the exclusive right to the use thereof be conceded to any one whom 
soever; but, that all shall have a right to use the same" — ^in other words, 
that it should be reserved for public use. 

In view of this ancient law, the Territorial Deputation (legislative) o< 
California passed a resolution in 1835 authorizing grants of one hundred 
vara lots to be made in Yerba Buena (now San Francisco) two hundred 
varas back from the shores of the bay; thus reserving for public use the 
*' ribero," or sea beach, as required by the laws of the Partidas." 

The "" General Regulations," published in the City of Mexico in 1761 
declare that " la regalia " is a certain " derecho de imperio " (imperial right] 
which pertains to the sovereign in certain things, among which an 
waters, lands, and mines; that only to the Prince, and to no one else 
belongs the power to distribute the waters. That with respect to Ne'V 
Spain, His Majesty has conceded the most ample authority to the Viceroy 
and Presidents of the Royal Audience, to the end, that in conformity witJ 
the laws and regulations relative thereto, they should make grants of land 
and water as of things pertaining to the royal crown. 

From the foregoing extracts it is seen that to the king alone, or to hi 
delegates, belongs the power to grant and distribute lands and the use a 
flowing waters in the countries of New Spain. 

The customs of the inhabitants of New Spain induced them to live ir 
pueblos, or villages, around and in the neighborhood of which were locatec 
their small plantations, on which were produced their cereals, fruits, anc 
vegetables. 

These pueblos were located on lands bordering on flowing streams fur 
nishing sufficient water for irrigating the lands occupied and cultivated b] 
the inhabitants of the pueblo, the stock farms being on lands that wer 
not susceptible of irrigation, and were only fit for grazing. 

Pueblos were established under the laws of the Indies, and to th 
Ayuntamientos (town council) thereof were delegated certain powers, sue) 
as the granting of '* suertes " (planting grounds) and " solares " (house lots 
to settlers, and the establishing of regulations for the distribution of th 
flowing water required for irrigating the sowing lands of the pueblo. 

There being no cultivation on the stock farms, no irrigation was required 
the only water needed on such establishment being what was required fo 
the use of the stock occupying the same; hence, such lands were calle< 
"do abrevadero" (a watering place for stock). 

Had the territory of Spanish-America been divided into small farms, a 
is the prevailing custom among English-speaking people who carry o 
agriculture and stock raising in the same rural establishment, then th 
same laws and regulations relative to the use of flowing waters which cor 
trol the government of pueblos would doubtless hav(> been enforced wii 
regard to the use of water on farms or ranches. 

The municipal laws and regulations of pueblos, relative to the distribi 
tion and use of water, wer(3 exceedingly stringent, the doctrine being thj 
the water belonged to the land, and that it should be so used as that th 
soil should be forced to yield the greatest possible product of what i 
recjuired for the support of man. 

Under these laws, an officer was appointed by the Town Council, whog 
duty it was to attend to the distribution of water on the irrigable land 
and to see that no portion thereof, which was under cultivation, shoul 
lack its needed supply. 



SosUictlr were thege laws enforced, that if the owner of a lot in cultiva- 
tiom fthould fail, from neglect or inability, to irrigate his land when hie 
tnwing crop required water, the officer in chaise of the distribution of the 
TOlcr was rcqaired to employ some one to attend to the matter, in which 
■«» the owner of the lot and crop was charged with the expense of irriga- 
tion; the principle established being that in any event productive land 
dtonld receive the amount of water to which it was entitled, so that it 
mighl yiehl the fruits in which all the inhabitants of the pueblo had a 
tamnon interest. 

The eleventh section of the Act of Congress of March 3, 1851, "to aacer- 
tuti And settle the private land claims in the State of California." provides: 
"That the Commissioners therein provided for, and the District and 
Suprsuie Courts, in deciding upon any claim brought before them under 
the (novisions of that Act, shall be governed by the treaty of Guadalupe 
tlidilgo; the laws of nations; the laws, usages, and customs of the Gov- 
*ntm«il from which the claim is derived: the principles of equity, and 
Ihedw.iaionB of tbe Supreme Court of the United States, as far as they are 
arolioible." (Fremont vs. United States, 17 How. 553.) 

InUie same case, on page 557. the United States Supreme Court says: 
"It IB proper to remark that the laws of these territories under which titles 
were cl&imed were never treated by the Court as foreign laws, to be decided 
tti question of fact It was always held that the Court was bound judi- 
Mlly to notice them as much as the laws of a State or Union. In doing 
ttuB, however, it was undoubtedly often necessary to inquire into official 
custwns, and forms of usages. They constitute what may be called the ■ 
(MiniDn or unwritten law of every civilized country." 

TIw following is tiw. language of the late learned Caleb Cuehing: " By 
ihi) laws of Spain and of the Mexican Republic, grants of land on the 
li»nb of H river extend to the JUum aqwe (edge of the stream), if it be 
Mripble, or to the middle of the river bed (alveo), if it be innavigable." 

ThuB, in the case of two properties, situated on opposite sides of the 
fiiTr, I'lii'li [iroprictor is entitled to the ordinary riparian rights of use and

equitable share, to the end that the earth might be made to produce food 
sufficient for the inhabitants thereof. 

Since all law springs from the requirements of man, the more universal 
and urgent the need of the law the greater will be the attention given to, 
and the labor bestowed in the framing thereof. 

For this reason we find that the Spanish laws of the Indies, and the 
regulations established in Spanish-America, with respect to the use of 
water, are, like the Spanish mining laws, far more perfect than are the 
common laws of England with regard to the same matters, since they are 
the result of centuries of such experience as springs from necessity. 

From the foregoing it is seen what were the laws, usages, and customs of 
the Spanish and Mexican Government, with regard to the use of water for 
purposes of irrigation. It is also shown that the Act of Congress of Marcb 
o, 1851, declares that the Commissioners appointed under said Act, ii^ 
determining the rights of claimants under tne Grovemment, shall be go^' 
erned by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo; the law of nations; the hw^- 
usages, and customs of the Government from which the claim is derive<ij 
the principles of equity and decisions of the Supreme Court of the Unites?^ 
States — and that the Supreme Court says, in the Fremont case, that "tt^^ 
laws of these territories under which titles were claimed were never treat^"^ 
by the Court; as foreign laws, and, also, that the Court was bound judicial!- 
to notice them as much as the laws of a State or Union; " and that the 
constitute what may be called the common or unwritten law of every ci 
ilized countrv. 

It is mani^st, therefore, that under the foregoing provisions and decmom^ 
all water rights which had accrued to lands granted by the governments^ 
of Spain and Mexico are bound to be protected by the laws and the Courts 
of the United States. 

And since it has been shown, that wherever lands were used for agricult- 
ural purposes under the former governments, these laws were enforced, it 
is but fair to presume that if the same agricultural habits and customs 
had ])re vailed among the inhabitants of California under the former gov- 
ernment, these laws or usages would have been observed in the rural dis- 
tricts of the country the same as in the pueblo establishments, in which it 
was the custom of the inhabitants of the country to reside, as has been 
shown. 

If it be determined by the Courts of California that the wise and judi- 
cious laws of the former governments of the country relative to the use of 
water are only applicable to rights which accrued under grants given by 
said governments, and do not affect those portions of the State in which at 
the date of the treaty of cession no grants had been made, and that, there- 
fore, these portions with respect to riparian rights are now to be controlled 
by the principles of the common law, it is manifest that for the well being 
and prosperity of the agricultural interests of the country the law be so 
modified as to give such encouragement and protection to agriculture as 
was given l)v the laws of the former governments of the country, or such 
as may be better fitted to our civilization and modes of life and progressive 
knowledge in agriculture.

DELINQUENT INTEREST ON STATE LANDS. 

Suits in foreclosure, instituted because of the non-payment of t 
annual interest due on State lands, are extremely expensive legal pi 
ceedings; and long experience has demonstrated that such suits inva 
ably result in loss rather than benefit to the interest of the State, 
the lands are of value, the delinquent interest is always paid, ev 
though it often amounts to as much as the principal. On the oth 
hand, when the lands revert to the State they are found to be of no val 
whatever, and the State suffers the loss of the expense of the suit 
foreclosure. 

I would recommend that some action be taken by the next Legis) 
ture amending the present law relative to this matter and make diifi 
ent provision for the payment of the costs in foreclosure suits, as t 
present law is unsatisfactory to the State departments having to < 
with the matter and to parties in interest who do the work, witho 
knowing whether or not their bills will ever be paid. 

This is an important matter and should receive careful attention frc 
the Legislature. 

NATIONAL PARKS IN CALIFORNIA. 

By recent Acts of Congress seventy-six (76) square miles, or near 
fifty thousand (50,000) acres of land in Tulare County were withdraw 
from settlement, occupancy, or sale under the laws of the United Stat( 
and dedicated and set apart as a public park or pleasure ground for th 
benefit and enjoyment of the people. 

Also, a tract of land comprising forty-two (42) townships, covering a 
area of about fifteen hundred (1,500) square miles, being approximate! 
nine hundred and sixty thousand (960,000) acres, situated in Tuolumn< 
Mariposa, and Mono Counties, was set apart as a public park to I 
called " The Yosemite National Park." 

Some action should be taken by the Legislature relative to the Stal 
lands embraced in these reservations. 

AN ACT 

To nrovidefor the applications for pwrhaitf of sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections^ and to regulc 
the application for purchase of such sections, and requiring a deposit to accompany all app 
cations for purchase of the same. 

[Approved March 20, 1889.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follou 

Section 1. Every application to purchase any f»ortion of the sixteenth and thirt 

dollars, in addition to the f 
reheral shall eive the applicant 
. ^ ^ Treasurer in part payment of t

tion, or shall fail to make pro|)er proof as to the character of the said land, or as to I 
residence thereon, within tlie time allowed hy law, or if his ap])licatioii shall be reject 
by reason of any false statement in the afHdavit herein contained, the twenty aoll= 
thus paid shall ^o to the State School Fund. If it is found that the Surveyor-General era 
in receiving the a])j)lication, or that the State cannot make a good title'to the land, tl^ 
the applicant, or his assigns, may surrender to the Surveyor-General the said receipt m 
receive in exchange therefor a certificate showing the amount so paid, and the rea« 
why the application could not l)e ap])roved or perfected, and the Controller, upon ^ 
surrender to him of the said Surveyor-General's certiticate, shall issue to the applicant 
his assigns, a warrant for the saidamount.

The accuracy of Professor Da\-idBon's work in (■unnoction with tlic 
nrn Schmidt boundary survey is attested to by the fact that the final 
latitude and longitude obeervationa, made in 1889 under the direction 
ol the U- P- Coast and Geodetic Survey, by AseiBtantB R. A. Mar and 
C.H, Sinclair, for us* in connection with this rejwrt, catabUched results 
prseticallv identical with those of the earlier work. The survey of that 
jivirtiAn <>{ thi- eaetern hounilary of California north of Laki' Bigler was 
tniidp hy A. W. von Schmidt in 1872. and the line southeastward, from 
the \akv U> the Colorado Kiver, was surveyed hy him in 1873. 

Till' random line, with which he reached Colorado River, intersected

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AN ACT REGULATING THE SALE OF THE LANDS UNCOVERED BY THE 
RECESSION OR DRAINAGE OF THE WATERS OF INLAND LAKES, AND 
UN8EGREGATED SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS, AND VALIDATING 
SALES AND SURVEYS HERETOFORE MADE. 

[Approved March 24, 1893.1 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly , 

do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Any person desiring to purchase any of the lands uncov- 
ered by the recession or drainage of the waters of inland lakes, and 
inuring to the State by virtue of her sovereignty, or the swamp and 
overflowed lands not segregated by the United States, shall make an 
application therefor to the Surveyor-General of the State, which appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by applicant's affidavit that he is a citizen 
of the United States, or has declared his intention to become such, a 
resident of this State, of lawful age, that he desires to purchase such 
lands (describing the same by legal subdivisions, or by metes and 
bounds, if the legal subdivisions are unknown) under the provisions of 
this Act; that he desires to purchase the same for his own use and bene- 
fit, and for the use and benefit of no other person or persons whom- 
soever, and that he has made no contract or agreement to sell the same, 
and that he does not own any State lands which, together with that now 
sought to be purchased, exceeds six hundred and forty acres. 

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of said application, when the land has not 
been sectionized, the Surveyor-General shall authorize the County Sur- 
veyor of the county where the whole 'or the greater portion of the land 
lies, to survey the same, who shall make an actual survey thereof, at the 
expense of the appliciint, establishing four corners to each quarter sec- 
tion, and connecting the same with a United States survey; and he must, 
within thirty days, file with the Surveyor-General a copy, under oath, of 
his field notes and plat, and a statement, under oath, showing whether 
or not the land is occupieil by any actual settler. 

Sec. 3. If the surveyor thus authorized shall fail to make his return 
to the Surveyor-General within the time specified in the preceding sec- 
tion, the Surveyor-General may designate another person to make the 
said survey. 

Sec. 4. No application to ])urchase land under this Act shall be 
approved by the Surveyor-General until the expiration of ninety days 
from the filing thereof in his ofiice, and meanwhile the land shall be sub- 
ject to the adverse claim of any actual settler who has resided thereon 
when the said application was filed. 

Sec. 5. The swamp and overflowed lands designated in this Act shall 
be sold and patented at the same price, and on the same terms and man- 
ner of i)ayment as at present provided for swamp and overflowed lands. 
All moneys received for said swamp and overflowed lands shall be paid 
into the Swamp Land Fund of the county in which the lands are situ- 
ated, and shall be treated and disposed of in the manner as moneys 
arising from the sale of segregated swamp and overflowed lands. If any 
of the lands are suitable for cultivation without reclamation, such lands 
shall be sold only to actual settlers in tracts not exceeding three hun- 
dred and twenty acres. Lands uncovered by the recession or drainage 
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of inland lakes eliall Ire sold at two dollars a 
per acre, upon the sniue teriiig of payment as for Bwamp and overflowed 
Innci. AH moneys derived from the sale of such uncovered lands shall 
be paid into the School FiiiicI of the county where the land lies. 

Ski;. 5. Any of the lands designated in this Act whici, by reason of 
poriodical overflow, need and are susceptible of reciaraation, may be | 
reclaiute^l hy the formation of distriuts, in the same manner and subject I 
Ui all of the provisions of law regulating the reclamation of swamp and J 
overt!owed lands; jtrot'ti/t-i/, that the Board of Supervienrs of thecgunty j 
in which the lands, or the greater part thereof, are situated, muBt first I 
d«t«rmine, upon proper petition presented therefor, by the holders of the I 
title, or evidence of title, representing one hiilf or more of any Ixidy of j 
nich land, that such rechiniiitiun is necessary and feasible/ 

Ssc, 7. When land has l)een sold under this Act, no contest shall be | 
maiutatned against the purchaser on the ground that the land is not of 
tbe character stated in the application, unless it is shown that it is not 
of the character recited in section one of this Act. 

Sec. 8. All oncanceled certificates of purchase and patents heretofore 
iaencid, and payments heretofore made, for any lands as swamp and over- 
flowed land^. which lands belong to any of the classes descrilted in i 
•ection one of this Act, whether or not such lands were segregated or 
eectionized. shall, for all purposes, be valid, and shall have the same I 
force and effect as if such lands had been at all times subject to sale as J 
Bwamp and overflowed lands; promded, however, that any and all contests I 
now existing between settlers and holders of certiflcates of purchase shall j 
not be aHected by tbe provisions of this Act. I 

Sw,'.. 9. All plats of any of the lands described in section one of this I 
Act, nhich,<faaTe been heretofore made under authority of Ihe United 
Stales Surveyor-General, and which plats designate the same as swamp 
and overflowed lands, shall be deemed valid and effectuai as surveys of 
inch lands from and after the date thereof.

STATE BOUNDARY LINE. 

The eastern boundary of the State of California, as defined in the 
Conslitation of California of 1849 and in that of 1879, is as follows: 
"Commencing at the point uE interaection of the forty-second degree of 
Etorth latitude with the one hundred and twentieth degree of longitude 
west from Grconwich, and running south on the line of said one liun- 
drai and twentieth degree of west longitude until it intersects the 
Uurty-ninth degree of north latitude; thence running in a straight line 
in a southeasterly direction to the River Gokirndo at a point where it 
iDteraeets iht- thirty-fifth degree of north latitude." 

Thfi point of intersection of the one hundred and twentieth degree of 
loagitade west from Greenwich with the thirty-ninth degree of north 
Utitude lies in Lake Tahoe, about three miles from its southern shore- 
It Was therefore necessary, in making the original surveys, to establish 
V trittngulation the point where the line southeastward from this point 
1i the lake intersects the lake shore. In doing this, it appears that, 
UiMUgh some mistake, this point of intersection with the lake shore was 
•Wneously fixed at a point about three iiuarters of a mile too far west, 
"hidi was taken as the initial point of the survey to the intersection of 
llle Colorado River and the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude, a dis- 
•Wceof w>me four hundred miles. 

By Aet of the LegislatDre approved February 26, 1889, the Surveyor- 
"enenil of this Stale was authorized and directed to correct and estab- 
Kdi that portion of the eastern boundary line of the State of California, 
*iithea9tward from the intersection of the thirty-ninth degree of north 
'Mitudp with the one hundred and twentieth degree of longitude we«t

from Greenwich, provided the whole cost of the woFk should not exceed 
the sum of $5,000. Under the provisions of this Act the survey was 
commenced, the first work being to establish the point where the line 
southeastward from the point of intersection in the lake intersects with 
the lake shore. This point of int<?rsection with the lake shore was 
found to be about three quarters of a mile farther east than the one 
fixed by the original surveys, thus verifying the fact (as stat^ in the 
report of the civil engineers who made this survey), "that the Stat* 
boundary southeastward from Lake Tahoe is incorrectly marked in the 
field, and that the boundary-line monuments should be moved about 
three quarters of a mile farther east." 

The following extract from the report of C. E. Grunsky and William 
Minto, the civil engineers in charge of this new survey, shows the work 
done on this boundary line southeastward toward the Colorado River: 

Extract fbom Report of the Civil Enginbbrs on the State Boundary Link. 

Having, as above set forth, ascertained the longitude of a point on the State line in 
the same latitude as the granite monument on the southeastern lake shore, the survey 
was continued from this granite monument, as follows :

of latitude with Colorado River, as follows : 

With the same azimuth above noted for this point, azimuth 311° 21' 58^ .94, ascending 
steep mountain bearing N.E. and S.W., and noting all distances as though measured 
from the above named point O in l^ke Tahoe.

Dear Sir : Referring to your letter of the 2l8t of January, I have the honor to state 
that, as definitely as can be stated at the present time, the work of locating the boundary 
between California and Nevada (S.K. line) will be finished In the early part of 1A97. 

The part of the undertaking for which we beg to ask your assistance is the permanent 
marking of this line by suitable monuments when the points have been actually indi- 
cate<l on the ground. The aid given on behalf of the State might be in the shape of so 
appropriation, or, what would seem preferable, the Surveyor-General might send a i>arty 
there to coiiperate with our own ; the State party confining themselves to the task of 
procuring and setting the monuments on the points located by us. In regard to the 
expense, that would depend entirely on how elaborate and frequent the monuments 
are ; and (.-alifornia might suit her convenience entirely in that respect The sole inter- 
est the United States has in the matter is to see the work, which we have done at con- 
siderable expense, permanently fixed, so that it may not be lost and may be available at 
any future time. The cost of furnishing and setting tlie monuments, I should think, 
might cost anywhere from $10,000 to $20,000, depending, as before stated, on their number 
and size. It would be advisable to take up the work of establishing the permanent 
marks when our party passes over the line for the last time.

I would therefore recommend that some action be taken by the next 
Legislature providing for the permanent marking, by suitable monu- 
ments, of the boundary line between California and Nevada from Lake 
Tahoe to the River Colorado. 

This is a matter of importance to the State, and should receive careful 
attention from the Legislature.

Regulating the Sale of the Lands Uncovered by the Recession

[Approved March 24, 1893.] 

The People of the State of California^ represented in Senate and Assemblyj 

do enact aafollovs: 

Section 1. Any person desiring to purcliase any of the lands uncov- 
ered by the recession or drainage of the waters of inland lakes, and 
inuring to the State by virtut* of her sovereignty, or the swamp and 
overflowed lands not segregated by the Tnitt^d States, shall make an 
application therefor to the Surveyor-(Teneral of the State, which appli' 
cation shall be accompanied by applicant's affidavit that he is a citizen 
of the United States or has declared his intention to become such, ^ 
resident of this State, of lawful age, that he desires to purchase suo^"^ 
lands (describing the same by legal su})di visions, or })y metes aa^ 
bounds, if the legal subdivisions art' unknown) under the provisions 
of this Act; that he desires to purchase the same for his own use an^ 
benefit, and for the use and benefit of no other person or persons whoit^ 
soever, and that he has made no contract or agreement to sell the sam^ 
and that he does not own any State lands which, together with thatno^ 
sought to be purchased, exceeds six hundred and forty acres. 

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of said application, when the land has nc^ 
been sectionized, the Surveyor-Cieneral shall authorize the County Sur^ 
veyor of the county where the whole or the greater portion of the laU'^ 
lies, to survey the same, who shall make an actual survey thereof, at th^ 
expense of the applicant, establishing four corners to each quarter se^

Sec. 3. If the surveyor thus authurized shall fail Ui make his return 
to the Surveyor-General within the time specitied in the preceding sec- 
tion, the Snrveyor-tieneral may dt'signat* another p<^rson to make the 
E»td stirvpy. 

Sbc. 4. No application to purchase land under this Act shall he 
approved by the Surveyor-General until the expiration of ninety days 
from the filing thereof In his office, and meanwhile the land shall be 
nibject U> lh>' adverse olaim of any actual settler who has resided thereon 
when the Raid application was filed. 

Sec. 5. The Hwamp and overflowed lands designated in this Act tthall 
W sold and }iatented at the same price, and on the same terms and man- 
Dcr of payment as at present provided for swamp and overflowed lands. 
All nioneya received for said swamp and overflowed lands shall be paid 
into the Swamp Land Fund of the county in which the lands are situ- 
ated, and shall he treated and disposed of in the manner us moneys 
arising from the sale of segregated swamp and overflowed lands. If any 
of the lands are suitable for cultivation without reclamation, such lands 
shall be .sold only to actual settlers in tracts not exeeeding three hun- 
dred and twenty acres. Lands uncovered by the recession or drainage 
of the waters of inland lakes shall be sold at two dollars and fifty cents 
per acre, upon the same t*rms of payment as tor swamp and overflowed 
l«Dd. All moneys derived from the sale of such uncovered lands shall 
fce paid into the Sch<.iol Fund of the county where the land lies. 

Sec. 6. Any of the lands designated in this Act which, by reason of 
Ipsriodical overflow, need and are auactiptible of reclamation, may be 
Kolaimed by the formation of districts, in the same manner and subject 
to all of the provisions of law regulating the reclamation "f swamp and 
overflowed lands; provided, that the Board of .Supervisors of the county 
tn which the lands, or the greater part thereof, are situated, must first 
determine, upon proper petition preseiited therefor, by the holders of 
the title, or evidence of title, representing one half or mure of any body 
of such land, that such reclamation is necessary and feasible, 

Sw. 7. When land has been sold under this Act, no cont«Btfhall be 
tuaiutAined against the purchaser on the ground that the land is not of 
the characler stated in the application, unless it is shown that it is not 
ol the character recited in section one of this Act. 

8w, 8. All uncanceled certificates of purchase and patents hereto- 
fore isHUed, and payments heretofore made, for any lands as swamp 
and overflowed lands, which lands Iwlong U> any of the classea described 
ib section one of Uiiei .\et, whether or not such lands were segregated or 
*d, shall, for all purposes, be valid, and shall have the r^ame 
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force and effect as if such lands bad been at all times sabject to sale as 
swamp and overflowed landn; provided, however^ that any and all con- 
tests now existing between settlers and holders of certiflcates of purchaR 
shall not be affected by the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 9. All plats of any of the lands described in section one of this 
Act, which have been heretofore made under authority of the United 
States Surveyor-General, and which plats designate the same as swamp 
and overflowed lands, shall be deemed valid and effectual as surveys of 
such lands from and after the date thereof. 

Sec. 10. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage. 

AN ACT 
To Define the Duties of and to License Land Surveyors. 

[Approved March 31, IS91.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Asaembly^ 

do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Every person desiring to bi^come a licensed land surveyor 
in this State must present to the State Surveyor-Cieneral of this State 
a certificjite that he is a person of good moral character ; also, a certifi- 
cate signed by three license^d surveyors, or a certificate signed by the 
Board of Examining Surveyors (provided for in section five of this 
Act), which certificate sliall set forth that the person named therein is, 
in the opinion of the person signing th(* same, a fit and competent per- 
son to receive a license as a land surveyor, together with his oath that 
he will support the (yonstitutit)n of this State and of the United States, 
and that he will faithfully discharge the duties of a licensed land sur- 
veyor, as defined in this Act. 

Sec. 2. Upon receipt of such certificate and oath by the State 
Survey or-( General, it shall }>e his duty to forthwith to issue to such 
applicant a license, without charge, which license shall set forth the 
fact that the applicant is a competent surveyor, or that he has had at 
least two years' exp(Tience in the field as a surveyor or assistant 
surveyor. 

Sec. 3. Such license shall contain the full name of the applicant ; 
the technical institution from which he is a graduati^ (if he be a grad- 
uate), or if he be not a graduate, the fact must b(» stated in the license ; 
his birthplace, age, and to whom issued ; the name of the person upon 
wliose certificate the license is issued, and the date of its issuance. 

Skc. 4. All ])apers received by the State Surveyor-Cieneral on appli- 
cation for licenses shall be kept on file in his ottice, and a proper index 
and record thereof shall be kept by him, and a list of all licensed land 
survt^yors shall be kept by him, and he shall monthly transmit to the

9w;. 6. A majorily of the Board of Kxamining Surveyors shall meet I 
on the firet Friday of each month during their term of office, in the ] 
novas of the Technical fiociety of the Pacific Coast, in San Francisco, 
ftod at such other times and places as they may select. The members 
ftf the Board shall hold office for the term of one year from the date of ,' 
appointment, and shall serve without com pen Ration. 

Sec. 7. Every licensed surveyor shall have a seal of office, tlie im- 
pression of which must contain the name of the surveyor, his principal 
place ol business, and the words "Licensed Surveyor"; and all maps 
uid paper!^ signed by liim, and to which said seal has been attached, 
ihall be prima facie evidence in all the courts of this State. 

8e('. S. Hurveyors' licenses, issued in accordance with this Act, shall 
lemain in force until revoked for cause, as hereinafter provided. 

So-. 9. Every licensed surveyor is authorized to administer and 
eettify oaths, when it becomes nect^sary to take testimony to identify 
vrntahUsh old or lost corners; or, if a^ corner or monument be found in 
iperiehablo condition, and it appears desirable that evidence concern- 
ing such corner or monument be perpetuated; or whenever the impor- 
Unoo of the survey makes it desirable, to administer an oath, for the 
blthful performance of duty, to his assistants. A record of such oaths 
•kail bo prt^served as a part of the field-notes of the survey. 

Sec, 10. Every licensed surveyor is hereby authorised to make sur- 
TSya relating to thp sale or subdivision of lands, the retracing or eatab- 
Bailing of property or lioundary lines, public roads, streets, alleys, or 
tBiiU; and it shall be the duty of each surveyor, whenever making any 
rach surveys, except those relating to the retracing or subdivision of 
Wnetery or town lots, whether the survey be made for private persons, 
tcrporations, cities, or counties, to set permanent and reliable mona- 
QiBntM, am) such monuments must he permanently marked with the 
'uitialB of the surveyor setting them. 

Sec. U. Within sixty days after a survey relatit^ to the sale or sub- i 
divitioD of lands, the retracing or establiahing of property and boundary 
lltice, public roads or trails, original cemetery or town utes, and their 
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to the same, such Board so refusing or failing shall be, jointly and sever- 
illy, liable for all cost of said mandamus proceeding, including attor- 
ney's fee of five hundred dollars, and shall be so jointly and severally 
liable to any person aggrieved by such refusal, in the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, as fixed, settled, and liquidated damages, which may be 
recovered in any court in this State, and the judgment (if it be for 
plaintiff) in mandamus shall be prima facie evidence of such injury and 
damage in any action which may be brought to recover damages under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sei\ 15. All that part of the Code of Civil Procedure of this State 
relating to mandamus is hereby made applicable to the provisions of 
this Act; and all proceedings in mandamus under this Act shall be in 
accordance therewith. 

Sei". 16. This Act shall take effect on the first day of July, eighteen 

hundred and ninety-one.

] pUt9 made from the early surveys, also ibe official maps 
of Tulare County, mado in 1877, ehow Tulare Lake at that time to have 
been about fifty miles in length and about thirty miles in width, it 
bein^ the largest inland body of fresh water in the Stiite. Formerly, 
during the rainy eeason of each year, a large amount of water Bowed 
into thifl lake from Kings River, Cross Creek, Tule River, Deer Creek, 
and many olher smaller streams, all being fed by the rainfall and melt- 
ing snows on the western slope of tho Sierra Nevada Mountains. 

or lute years a large amount of land lying between the mountains 
and Tulare Lake has been under a system of irrigation, the water being 
taken fnm ihe above-named creeks and rivers. This appropriation of 
the water from these streams, together with seasons of light rains and 
snowfuil in the mountains, have so changed the original conditions 
that for the past two years no water whatever has flowed into the lake 
Irom them; the result of which has been the gradual reces=Bion of the 
nratore of this lake until they are now entirely gone, with the exception 
of a small slough near the former center of the lake, where there 
appears to be some water. 

During the time covered by thia report, applications to purchase lands 
uncovered by the recession of the waters of this lake have been filed, 
under the Act approved March 24, 1S93, aggregating S8,932tVj acres, as 
appears under its proper heading in this report.

Regulatino TH& Sale op the Lands Uncovered by the Recession 

(lit DltAlNAOE OF THB WATERS OF INLAND LaEES, AND UNSEGKKOATED 

Swamp akd Ovkhflowkd Lands, and Validating Sales and 
Surveys Hebetoforf Made. 

[Approved Matoli S4, 1893.] 

The feoplf of the Stale of Cnlifornia, reiirrsenled in Senate and Astfmbly, 
il" enact aa/oUow»: 

Suction 1. Any person desiring to purchase any of the lands uncov- 
ered by the recession or drainage of the waters of inland lakes, and 
inuring to the State by virtue of her sovereignty, or the swamp and 
overflowed lands not segregated by the United States, shall make an 
application therefor to the Surveyor-General of the State, which appli- 
cation shall he accompanied by applicant's affidavit that he is a citizen 
of the United Statca or has declared his intention to liecome such, a 
wri dent of this State, of lawfnl age, that he desires to purchase such 
(descrihinR the Banie by legal sabdivisions. or by metes and 
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bounds, if the legal subdivisions are unknown) under the provisions 
of this Act ; that he desires to purchase the same for his own use and 
benefit, and for the use and benefit of no other person or persons whom- 
soever, and that he has made no contract or agreement to sell the same, 
and that he does not own any State lands which, together with that now 
sought to be purchased, exceeds six hundred and forty acres. 

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of said application, when the land has not 
been sectionized, the Surveyor-General shall authorize the County Sur- 
veyor of the county where the whole or the greater portion of the land 
lies, to survey the same, who shall make an actual survey thereof, at the 
expense of the applicant, establishing four corners to-each quarter sec- 
tion, and connecting the same with a United States survey; and he must, 
within thirty days, file with the Surveyor-General a copy, under oath, of 
his field-notes and plat, and a statement, under oath, showing whether 
or not the land is occupied by any actual settler. 

Sec. 3. If the surveyor thus authorized shall fail to make his return 
to the Surveyor-General within the time specified in the preceding sec- 
tion, the Surveyor- General may designate another person to make the 
said survey. 

Sec. 4. No application to purchase land under this Act shall be 
approved by the Surveyor-General until the expiration of ninety days 
from the filing thereof in his office, and meanwhile the land shall be 
subject to the adverse claim of any actual settler who has resided thereon 
when the said application was filed. 

Sec. 6. The swamp and overflowed lands designated in this Act shall 
be sold and patented at the same price, and on the same terms and man- 
ner of payment as at present provided for swamp and overflowed lands. 
All moneys received for said swamp and overflowed lands shall be paid 
into the Swamp Land Fund of the county in which the lands are situ- 
ated, and shall* be treated and disposed of in the manner as moneys 
arising from the sale of segregated swamp and overflowed lands. If any 
of the lands are suitable for cultivation without reclamation, such lands 
shall be sold only to actual settlers in tracts not exceeding three hun- 
dred and twenty acres. Lands uncovered by the recession or drainage 
of the waters of inland lakes shall be sold at two dollars and fiftv cents 
per acre, upon the same terms of payment as for swamp and overflowed 
land. All moneys derived from the sale of such uncovered lands shall 
be paid into the School Fund of the county where the land lies. 

Sec. 6. Any of the lands designated in this Act which, by reason of 
periodical overflow, need and are susceptible of reclamation, may be 
reclaimed by the formation of districts, in the same manner and subject 
to all of the provisions of law regulating the reclamation of swamp and 
overflowed lands; providedy that the Board of Supervisors of the county 
in which the lands, or the greater part thereof, are situated, must first 



determine, upon proper petition prei^ented therefor, by the hnlders of 
Ibd title, or evidence of title, representing one half or more of any body 
of floch land, that auch reclamation ie neceitsary and feasible. 

Sbc. 7. When land has b^en f^old under this Act, no contest shall be 
muntained agaiuet the purchaser on the ground that the land is not of 
tbe character stated in the application, unless it is shown tb&t it is not 
of the character recited in section one of this Act. 

Skc. 8- All uncanceled certificates of purchase and patents hereto- 
fore issued, and paynaents heretofore made, for any lands as swamp 
and overflowed land?, which lands l>elong to any of the classes described 
in section one of this Act, whether or not such lands were segregated or 
aeotionized, shall, for all purposes, be valid, and shall have the same 
force and effect as if such lands had been at all times subject to sale as 
swamp and uverflowed lands; provided, however, that any and all coa> 
teste now existing between settlers and holders of certificales of purchase 
shall not be alTected by the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 9. All plats of any of the lands described in sEction one of this 
Act, which have been heretofore made under authority ot the Unittd 
StAtes Surveyor-General, and which plats designate the same as swamp 
and overflowed lands, shall he deemed valid and etfectual as surveys 
of such lands from and after the date thereof.

to Define the Duties of and to License Land Sorveyoks. 
[Approved March 31. 1881] 

oplt of the Stale of Califnmia, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows; 

SecrioN 1. Every person desiring to become a licensed land surveyor 
in this State must present to the State Surveyor-General of this Stale 
a Berti6cate that he is a person of good moral character; also a certiS- 
cale signed by three licensed surveyors, or a certificate signed by the 
Board of Examining Surveyors (provided for in section five of this 
Act), which certificate shall set forth that the person named therein ie, 
CD tbe opinion of the person signing the same, a fit and competent per- 
son to receive a license as a land surveyor, together with his oath that 
he will support the Constitution of this State and of the United Statefl, 
anil ihat he will faithfully discharge the duties of a licensed land sur- 
T*yor, as defined in this Act. 

See, 2, Upon receipt of such certificate and oath by the State 
jvor-General, it shall be his duty to forthwith to issue lo such 
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applicant a license, without charge, which license shall set forth the 
fact that the applicant is a competent surveyor, or that he has had at 
least two years' experience in the field as a surveyor or assistant 
surveyor. 

Sec. 3. Such license shall contain the full name of the applicant; 
the technical institution from which he is a graduate (if he be a grad- 
uate), or if he be not a graduate, the fact must be stated in the license; 
his birthplace, age, and to whom issued; the name of the person upon 
whose certificate the license is issued, and the date of its issuance. 

Sec. 4. All papers received by the State Surveyor-General on appli- 
cation for licenses shall be kept on file in his office, and a proper index 
and record thereof shall be kept by him, and a list of all licensed land 
surveyors shall be kept by him, and he shall monthly transmit to the 
County Recorder of each county in this State a full and correct list of 
all persons so licensed; and it is hereby made the duty of such 
Recorders to keep such lists in their offices in such a way as they may 
be easily accessible to all persons. 

Sec. 5. Within twenty days after the passage of this Act, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint three surveyors in good standing, members of the 
Technical Society of the Pacific Coast, and two other surveyors in good 
standing, not members of such society, as a Board of Examining Sur- 
veyors, who shall conduct such examinations and make such inquiries 
as to them may seem necessary to ascertain the qualifications of appli- 
cants for surveyors' licenses. 

Sec. 6. A majority of the Board of Examining Surveyors shall meet 
on the first Friday of each month during their term of office, in the 
rooms of the Technical Society of the Pacific Coast, in San Francisco, 
and at such other times and places as they may select. The members 
of the Board shall hold office for the term of one year from the date of 
appointment, and shall serve without compensation. 

Sec. 7. Every licensed surveyor shall have a seal of office, the im- 
pression of which must contain the name of the surveyor, his principal 
place of business, and the words *' Licensed Surveyor" ; and all maps 
and papers signed by him, and to which said seal has been attached, 
shall be prima facie evidence in all the courts of this State. 

Sec 8. Surveyors' licenses, issued in accordance with this Act, shall 
remain in force until revoked for cause, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 9. Every licensed surveyor is authorized to administer and 
certify oaths, when it becomes necessary to take testimony to identify 
or establish old or lost corners; or, if a corner or monument be found in 
a perishable condition, and it appears desirable that evidence concern- 
ing such corner or monument be perpetuated ; or whenever the impor- 
tance of the survey makes it desirable, to administer an oath, for the 
faithful performance.of duty, to his assistants. A record of such oaths 
shall he preserved as a part of the field-notes of the survey. 



10. Every licensed surveyor is hereby authorized to makesur- 
^Telatiftg to the sale or subdivision of lands, the retracing or eetab- 
IMllng of property or boundary lines, public roadE, streets, alleys, or 
trails; and it shall be the duty of each surveyor, whene^-er making any 
aorveys. except those relating to the retracing or subdivision of 
or town Iota, whether the euivey be made for private persons, 
lations, cities, or coonlieg, to set permanent and reliable monu- 
and such monuments must be permanently marked with the 
Inltisls of the surveyor setting them. 

Sec 31. Within sixty days after a survey relating to the sole or eub- 
dlvision of lairds, tlie retracing or establishing of properly and Iwundary 
lines, public roads or trails, original cemetery or town siles, and their 
itabdivtsione has been made by a licensed Burveyor, he shall file with 
the Recorder of the county in which euch survey or any portion thereof 
liM, a record of survey. Such record shall be made in a good draughts* 
manlike manner, on one or more sheets of firm paper of the uniform 
site of twenty-one by thirty inches. This record of survey shall be 
BtthsT an original plat or a copy thereof, and must contain alt the data 
uecesEary to enable any competent practical surveyor to retrace the sur- 
The record of survey must show; All permanent monuments set, 
ng their size, kind, and location, with reference to the corners 
they are intended to perpetuate; all bearing or witness trees 
in the field; complete ontlines of the several tracts or parcels of 
land surveyed, within courses and lengths of boundary lines; the angles 
u measured by Vernier readings, which the lines of blocks or lots, if the 
record relate to an original town-site survey, make with each other and 
with the center lines of adjacent streets-, alleys, ronds, or lanes; the 
vari&tions of the magnetic needle with which old lines have been 
retraced; the scale of the map; the date of survey; a proper connection 
with one or more points of an original or larger tract of land, and the 
name of the same; the name of the grant or grants, or of the townships 
and ranges within which the survey is located; the signature and seal 
ol the eurveyor; provided, that nothing in this section shall require 
record to be made of surveys of a preliminary nature, wherf no monn- 
menta or corners are established. 

8ec. 12. The record ol surveys thus filed with the County Recorder 
of any county must be by him pasted into a stub book provided for 
that purpose, and he must keep a proper index of such records, by 
UBme of owner, by name of surveyor, by name of grant, city, or town, 
and by United States subdivisions; and he shall make no charge for 
filing and indexing such records of surreys. 

8bo. is. Upon the failure of any licensed surveyor to comply with 
the requirements of this Act, and the furnishing of satisfactory proofs 
of aueb SacI, tho Sttite Sur^'eyor-General must revoke bis license, nud 
no other license shall be issued to him within one ye.ai ttQia v&t:!^. iw*"*- 
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catiOD. A violation of section eleven of this Act shall be a misdemeanor, 
and any person convicted of such violation shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed more than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding thirty days. 

Sec. 14. In case said Board shall refaee to meet and exajnine the 
applicants for licenses as in this Act provided, and issue to such applit 
cants the certificate or certificates mentioned in this Act, if such person 
be a fit and competent person to receive the same, they may be ocns- 
pelled to do so by mandamus; and if upon the hearing of auch man- 
damus it appears that they have willfully and wrongfully refused to 
examine any applicants, or to issue him a certificate whenhe is entitled 
to the same, such Board so refusing or failing shall be, jointly and sevei^ 
ally, liable for all cost of said mandamus proceeding, including attor- 
ney's fee of five hundred dollars, and shall be so jointly and severally 
liable to any person aggrieved by such refusal, in the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, as fixed, settled, and liquidated damages, which may be 
recovered in any court in this State, and the judgm^kt (if it be for 
plaintiff) in mandamus shall be prima facie evidence of such injury and 
damage in any action which may be brought to recover damages under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 15. All that part of the Code of Civil Procedure of this State 
relating to mandamus is hereby made applicable to the provisions of 
this Act; and all proceedings in mandamus under this Act shall be in 
accordance therewith. 

Sec. 16. This Act shall take effect on the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one.

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AN ACT 

To Define the Duties of and to License Land Surveyors. 

[Approved March 31, 1891.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and A^emblyf 

do ena^t as follows: 

Section 1. Every person desiring to become a licensed land surveyor 
in this State must present to the State Surveyor-General of this State 
a certificate that he is a person of good moral character; also a certifi- 
cate signed by three licensed surveyors, or a certificate signed by the 
Board of Examining Surveyors (provided for in section five of this 
Act), which certificate shall set forth that the person named therein is, 
in the opinion of the person signing the same, a fit and competent per- 
son to receive a license as a land surveyor, together with his oath that 
he will support the Constitution of this State and of the United States, 
and that he will faithfully discharge the duties of a licensed land sur- 
veyor, as defined in this Act. 

Sec. 2. Upon receipt of such certificate and oath by the State Sur- 
veyor-General, it shall be his duty to forthwith issue to such applicant 
a license, without charge, which license shall set forth the fact that the 
applicant is a competent surveyor, or that he has had at least two years' 
experience in the field as a surveyor or assistant surveyor. 

Sec. 3. Such license shall contain the full name of the applicant; 
the technical institution from which he is a graduate (if he be a grad- 
uate), or if he be not a graduate, the fact must be stated in the license; 
his birthplace, age, and to whom issued; the name of the person upon 
whose certificate the license is issued, and the date of its issuance. 

Sec. 4. All papers received by the State Surveyor-General on appli- 
cation for licenses shall be kept on file in his office, and a proper index 
and record thereof shall be kept by him, and a list of all licensed land 
surveyors shall be kept by him, and he shall monthly transmit to the 
County Recorder of each county in this State a full and correct list of 
all persons so licensed; and it is hereby made the duty of such Recorders 
to keep such lists in their offices in such a way as they may be easily 
accessible to all persons. 

Sfx. 5. Within twenty days after the passage of this Act, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint three surveyors in good standing, members of the 
Technical Society of the Pacific Coast, and two other surveyors in good 
standing, not members of such society, as a Board of Examining Sur- 
veyors, who shall conduct such examinations and make such inquiries 
as to them may seem necessary to ascertain the qualifications of appU' 
cants for surveyors' licenses. 

Sec. 6. A majority of the Board of Examining Surveyors shall meet 
on the first Friday of each month during their term of office, in the

sold is due to the fact that the primal Acts of the State Legislature 
providing for the sale of this class of State lands allowed them to be 
sold prior to their segregation as such by the United States. A con- 
siderable quantity of land was sold by the State under the provisions 
of these Acts which the United States has since refused to segregate as 
such and which in reality should have been classified as tide lands 
instead of swamp lands. 

LAWS RELATING TO SALE OF STATE LANDS. 

Since the commencement of my term of office there has been an 
increasing demand for copies of the laws relating to the sale of State 
lands. This demand is not confined to the residents of this State, but 
includes all sections of the United States, and as the State has never 
compiled its land laws in concise form I have supplemented this report 
with a digest of those sections of the statutes which provide for the sale 
of the different classes of State land and the method of procedure to 
obtain complete title to the same. 

The greatest difficulty that I have experienced in administering the 
affairs of this office has been the retroactive effect of certain sections 
of the statutes, and I would respectfully recommend that some legis- 
lative action be taken in the following cases: 

LANDS SOLD TO THE STATE FOR DELINQUENT TAXES. 

Section 3788 of the Political Code provides that all parties desiring 
to purchase lands which have reverted to the State for non-payment of 
taxes nmst pay, in addition to the fixed price of lands of like character, 
a sum equal to the amount of the delinquent taxes, penalties, costs, 
and accruing costs by virtue whereof the State Ijecame a purchaser 
tliereof. 

In many instances these delinquent taxes extend back a great many 
years and very often the additional amount which the purchaser would 
be required to pay is greatly in excess of the actual price of the land 
as fixed hy the statutes. It is neither equitable nor just that a citizen 
of this State wlio desires to purchase a home from the State should be 
required to shoulder an additional burden because some prior purchaser 
has failed to fulfill his agreement with tlie State. In these cases the? 
School Fund has not been diminislied, and as the i)aramount idea in- 
disposing of school lands is to increase the fund for the support of our" 
pu})lic schools I would respectfully recommend that Section 3788 of thc3 
Political Code be amended so that, after the expiration of the tini^f^ 
allowed for redem})tion, all lands upon which the full purchase pric^ 
has not been paid, and which have reverted to the State by virtue o^ 
tax sales, shall be open for purcliase at the same price as other Stat*? 
lands of like character. 



^»KOCEEDTNGS AGAINST DELINQUENT PURCHASERS. 
^^Htlon 3555 of the Political Code provides that when the execution 
^^^K judgnient for costs in the proceeding to fnrech^se the interest of 
^^^irchaser and annulling a oertiticate of purchaoc for delinquent 
Interest is returned not satisfied the judgment and costs must be paid 
from the principal or interest paid hy the purchaser at the time of the 
original location. 

As it costp as much to proceed to annul a cortificatfi of purchase tor 
forty acres as it does one for six liundred and forty acres, I have found 
it extremely difficult to get the District Attorneys to commence proceed- 
ingB. No blame should attach to them, as it is almost impossible in 
iht* majority of the counties to get the local papers to publish the list 
of delinquent purchasera when they have no assurance of being paid 
lor the same. Their experience has been that in many cases there is not 
enough money paid at the time of the original location to satisfy their 
dftiins and their only redress is to wait until the next aesBion of the 
L^islature and endeavor to have their claims satisfied hy a special 
appropriation. 

In order that we may be enabled to proceed systematically against 
delinquent purchasers, I would respectfully recommend that Section 3555 
bt amended so that a certificate of purchase could be annulled without 
»«nring judgment in the Superior Court, or that when the payments 
made upon the lands embraced in the certificate of purchase are not 
nfficient to satisfy the costs the State Board of Examiners shall be 
fered to pay the deficiency out of the General Fund.

CONTEST CASES. 



ider the existing provi-dons of our statutL-n there is no method 
procedure whereby the State can act to have any case of this char- 
•rter dismissed for failure to prosecute. A considerable area of State 
IsJld is at present withdrawn from sale for the reason that many years 
»go contests were filed in the office of the State Surveyor-General and 
wore by him referred to the various Superior Courlfl for adjudication. 
Cbniplaints were filed as required by the statutes, but no effort was 
•fterw'ards made to secure judgment. In a great many cases both 
Parties to the action have disappeared, and although applications have 
Iwen received to purchase these lands there does not appear to be any 
Provision whereby tlie State could proceed to have the contests dis- 
J^iBoed and cancel the old applications. 

FOuld respectfully recommend that the necessary legislation be 
whereby, after the lapse of a certain time, the State could inter- 
Hwee of this character and force the parties at interest to 
or to have such contests dismissed.

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COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 



My attention has been called on several occasions to the conflicting 
claims of many of the counties of this State in reference to their bound- 
aries, which is causing considerable trouble in properly assessing the 
real property in the State. Many tracts of land are assessed in two 
counties, and unless the taxes are paid in both the owner's title 
becomes clouded by proceedings instituted to collect the delinquent 
taxes, or to sell the land to satisfy the same. In many cases the diffi- 
culty arises from the wording of the Act creating the boundary, but 
there does not appear to be any provision for an adjustment of the 
questions except by the Board of Supervisors of the interested counties. 
This practically precludes of the settlement of the questions involved, 
and I would respectfully recommend that some legislation be enacted 
empowering certain officers of the State to arbitrate these questions, 
and where it is found impossible to survey the lines in compliance with 
the creative Act of the Legislature, to recommend such amendments as 
they shall deem necessary to settle all disputes. 

RECORDS OF THE STATE TIDE LAND COMMISSION. 

The records which were delivered to this office by the State Tide 
Land Commission are in a deplorable condition. Many were probably 
never delivered and many more have drifted away since being filed 
here. I have endeavored to classifv the remainder and file them so 
that they would be easily accessible to all parties searching this class of 
titles. While arranging these records I discovered that several impor- 
tant records, especially in reference to the tide lands adjacent to San 
Francisco, were missing. Private parties in San Francisco have advised 
the Honorable Secretary of State that they were in possession of copies 
of certain records of the Tide Land Commission which they would be 
willing to dispose of for a fair consideration. I have made several 
trips to San Francisco specially to examine these records, but on each 
occasion the parties who are interested in disposing of the same have 
been unable to arrange matters so that I could make a careful examina- 
tion. If these records will supply the data missing from this office 
they are of more value to the State than to any individual, and should 
be purchased, provided a fair price could be agreed upon. 

REFURNISHING OF OFFICE. 

By an Act of the Legislature, approved March 20, 1903, the sum of 
$5,000 was appropriated for the purpose of furnishing this office with 
modern metallic filing and book cases and to make such other repairs 
as were necessary. The filings and records had accumulated to such an 
extent that the amount appropriated was insufficient to furnish the 
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lary files for al) of tlir records of the offif*. I tlierefore deemed I 
table to purchaee ?tecl filing caeeu for all of the permanent I 
teoords and those which were used most frequently and to utilize the | 
remainder of the fund in rearranging the filet? theu in uee so ae to ] 
facilitate the handling of the work of the offit^e, After eonsidering | 
several plans and propositions I entered into a contract with the Yaw- 
man & Erb Manufacturing Company to furnish and install all of the I 
necesaary steel files and hook cases for the sum of 13,984.90. These ] 
were installed in the latter part of March, and at the present time all 
<rf the approved applications and all of the patent papers are filed in 
fireproof metallic cases, with enough vacant cases to file all the addi- J 
tional papers of this class for the next five years. 

Whiit? preparing to install the steel cases I discovered that the office j 
was in a very unsanitary condition, and I therefore had it thoroughly 
cleaned and removed the ancient steam heating register which monopo- 
lized considerable space and afforded very little warmth. In order to 
increase the sanitary condition I decided to do away with carpets, and 
have replaced the same with a pine floor, which is stained and waxed 
and covered with rugs which can easily be removed and cleaned. 

One of the greatest hindrances to the work of this office has been the 
lack of light in certain portions, and I therefore bad all the tall antique 
Eomiture removed and replaced by modern designs of lesser height, so 
that every portion is now thoroughly lighted. 

Our correspondence had increased to such an extent that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to introduce some more modern method of handling 
the same. After a careful examination of the systems in use by the 
largest commercial houses in the State I have installed a rapid roller 
copier and a vertical fiiing cabinet, and am satisfied that we can liandle 
Otir correspondence in one half the time and with a saving of at least 
eighty per cent of the required filing space. 

There is a small balance still on hand, and I am at present investi- 
gating the various methods for filing maps, in the hope of discovering 
some compact system for filing the maps of this office, which are of 
many sizes and therefore difficult to classify and arrange. 

The office at present is thoroughly up to date and modern in every 
respect, and with the present clerical force all inquiries should meet 



with prompt attention.

COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 



vOn January 20, 1902, at the request of the Board of Supervisors of 
Glenn County, to have the boundary line between Glenn and Lake 
counties and (Jlenn and Mendocino counties surveyed and located, 
Mr. J. F. Weston, County Surveyor of Glenn County, was appointed to 
survey and locate said boundary lines and the necessary instructions 
were issued to him for the making of said surveys, the State of Cali- 
fornia not to be responsible for any part of the expense of said surveys. 
On April 10, 190.3, Mr. Weston filed his plat and field notes of the 
survey of said boundary, which were very complete and showed careful 
' '"" "ion to all the details of the instructions issued to him. At (" 



H^^n to at 
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same time the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of Glenn County 
asked that the approval of the survey be withheld until they could 
produce evidence that the same was not in conformity with the Act of 
the Legislature creating Glenn County. At my request, Mr. Weston 
came to this office and explained that his survey did not follow the 
line as described in the statutes and that it was not possible to do so. 
On June 3, 1903, the Board of Supervisors of Glenn County passed a 
set of resolutions stating that as all the expenses of the survey had 
been paid by Glenn County and as said survey was not according to 
the statutes and not satisfactory to the citizens of Glenn County, the 
same should not be approved. Early in July of 1903, a conference 
was held with the members of the Board of Supervisors of Glenn 
County, when the matter of the survey by J. F. Weston was thoroughly 
discussed, together with Mr. Weston's reasons for locating the boundary 
line as shown on his plats. I explained to the members present that 
from the description of the topography, as given by Mr. Weston, I 
did not think it possible to locate a line to correspond with the theo- 
retical line described in the creative Act of the Legislature, and that, 
as Mr. Weston's survey was not in conformity with the statutes, and as 
Glenn County seemed to be the only parties interested, the said survey 
would not be approved. 

On August 8, 1903, at the request of the Board of Supervisors of 
Glenn County to have the boundary line between Glenn and Lake 
counties surveyed and located, Mr. Thomas L. Knock, County Surveyor 
of Glenn County, was appointed to survey and locate said boundary 
line and the necessary instructions were issued to him for the making 
of said survey, the State of California not to be responsible for any 
part of the expense of said survey. Mr. Knock filed a very incomplete 
report of the survey of the portion of the boundary line in dispute. I 
notified the Board of Supervisors of Glenn County that this survey 
could not be approved, and requested that they should meet at this 
office to discuss the matter. Several members of the board, together 
with Mr. Knock, met in this office, and after considerable discussion it 
was decided that the theoretical line described in Section 3916, Political 
Co<le, could not be located and that all further action in this matter 
should be suspended until the next session of the State Legislature, 
when an effort should be made to have the said section so amended 
that the boundary line could be located practically and all further dif?- 
putcs settled.

In May, 1903, and May, 1904, complete delinquent lists were sent out 
to the District Attorney of each county in the State where there wore 
(lelin<|uent purchasers of State school lands. 

CONTESTED LAND CASES.

RELATING TO FILING APPLICATIONS TO PURCHASE 

SCHOOL LANDS. 

Sec. 3494. The unsold portion of the five hundred thousand acres 
granted to the State for school purposes, the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections, and lands selected in lieu thereof, must be sold at the 
rate of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, in gold coin, payable, 
twenty per cent of the principal within fifty days from the date of the 
certificate of location issued to the purchaser; -the balance, bearing 
interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum, in advance, is due and 
payable within one year after the passage of any Act by the Legisla- 
ture requiring such payment, or before, if desired by the purchaser. 

Sec. 3495. Any pereon desiring to purchase any portion, not less 
than the smallest legal subdivision of any of the lands mentioned in 
Section 3494, situated in any township which has been surveyed by 
the Tnitc^d States, must make an affidavit that he is a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, or has filed his intention to become such, a resident of this 
State, of lawful age, that he desires to purchase such lands (describing 
the same by legal subdivisions) under the provisions of this title; that 
there is no occupation of such lands adverse to any that he has, or if 
there is an adverse occupation the affidavit must show that the town- 
ship has been sectionized three months, and that the adverse occupant 
(giving his name) has been in such occupation more than sixty days 
since the plat was filed in the United States Land Office ; that he de- 
sires to purchase the same for his own use and benefit, and for the use 



or benefit of no other person or persons whomsoever, and that he has 
nuidi' an contract or agi'ceiuoat to seU the same. The affidavit mitst i 
also state whether the land is or is not suitable for cultivation, and if 
il is, that the applicant is an actual settler thereon, and that he has not 
entered any portion of any lands mentioned in Section 3494 which, 
toifelher with that now soUpht to be piirehaaed, exceeds three hnndred 
and twenty aeres; but if the laud is not suitable for cultivation the 
affidavit must further state that the applicant has not entered an/ 
portion of such lands, which, together with that now sought to be 
entered, exceeds sis hundred and forty acres. Lands unsuitable for 
cultivation may be sold in quantities not esceediug sis hundred and 
forty acres to any one person, under the restriction other than as to 
actnal settlemeut [iri'seribed for the sale of euJtivable lands. The 
Surveyor-General and Register of the Land Office must make and 
enforce all necessary rules and regulations to prevent the sale of school 
lands suitable for cultivation to any person not an actual settler 
thereon ; provided, that any .smallest legal subdivision of school lands 
shall be deemed suitable for cultivation if any part not less than one 
half of its area will, without artificial irrigation, but with or without 
the clearing of timber or other growth therefrom, by tlie ordinary 
ptTKesses of tillage, produce ordinary agricultural crops in average 
qnantity: tmd provided, that any contest of the applicant's right to 
pQTcliBse. arising from the character of the land as cultivable or 
otherwise, may be referred to the Superior Court of the proper county, 
as in other cases, for determination; and provided further, that no 
conteat of the applicant's right to purchase, arising from adverse 
oecupation, shall be maintained, except by a prior adverse occupant, 
vho shall have filed an application to purchase the land under the 
provisions of this section, and no occupation of land by a person other 
than the applicant shall he an adverse occupation within the meaning 
of this section tmless such occupation is by a person who is entitled to 
purchase the same under the provisions hereof, and who files his 
sppiii-ation therefor within the time prescribed by Section 3497 of this 
Code. 

Sec. 3496. If the applicant is a female, the affidavit mnst show 
thlit she is entitled to purchase and hold real estate in her own name. 

Sbc. 3497. Every occupant of a sixteenth or thirty-sixth section is 

protected in his occupancy for three months after the township has 

been 8ectioni7#d ; and any person settling upon a sixteenth or thirty- 

Jfii|b section after a township has been sectionized has sixty days after 

^^^Huettlement iu which to file the application required in the pre- 
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Sec. 3498. All applications, under whatsoever Act, filed in the 
office of the Surveyor-General, must be retained ninety days before 
approval, and must be approved (when there is no conflict) by the 
Surveyor-General, at the expiration of six months, subject, however, 
to the provisions of Sections 3406 and 3407 of this code, and all unap- 
proved applications, which have been on file over six months, wherein 
the approval has not been demanded, and wherein the contest has not 
been referred to court, or a demand made for an order of reference, 
as provided in Section 3414 of the Political Code, shall be null and void. 

Sec. 3500. Any false statement contained in the affidavit provided 
for in Section 3495 defeats the right of the applicant to purchase the 
land, or to receive any evidence of title thereto, and, if willfully false, 
subjects him also to punishment for perjury. Timber lands belonging 
to the State shall be sold for cash only, and the Surveyor-General 
and Register of the State Land Office must make and enforce all neces- 
sary rules and regulations to prevent the sale of or issuance of any 
evidence of title to any timber lands of this State, except on payment 
in cash of the full price fixed therefor by law. 

RELATING TO FILING APPLICATIONS TO PURCHASE 

SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LAND. 

Sec. 3440. The swamp and overflowed, salt marsh, and tide lands 
belonging to the State must be sold at the rate of one dollar per acre, 
in gold coin, payable twenty per cent of the principal within fifty 
days from the date of the approval of the survey by the Surveyor- 
General, and the balance, bearing interest at the rate of seven per 
cent per annum, payable in advance, is due and payable one year after 
the passage of any Act of the Legislature requiring such payment, or 
before, if desired by the purchasers. Bonds or warrants of districts 
having an outstanding indebtedness are receivable in payment for 
lands in such districts at par. 

Sec. 3441. The Surveyor-General of the State must not approve 
any^ application, nor must the Register issue evidence of title for 
swamp and overflowed land, until six months after the same had been 
segregated by authority of the United States. 

Sec. 3442. Settlers upon swamp and overflowed lands belonging to 
the State, who occupy the same for farming or grazing purposes, and 
whose occupation is evidenced by actual inclosure, or by ditches or 
monuments showing the actual extent thereof, are preferred purchasers 
for such lands for six months after segregation. 

Sec. 3443. Any person desiring to purchase swamp and overflowed 
or tide lands, above low tide, must make an affidavit and file the same 
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^Hps offivo of the Survuyur-CieiKirnl of tliL- State, thiil tir ii< a riiizcii of I 
^o« CniUitl St&tei>, or ha» filed hie intaotion lo become ^o; a reeideiU of ■ 
the State, of lawful age; that h^ iksireii to purchiise Itrnds (dcflcribtn;; 1 
thvm) under the law providing for tbc stale of ewanip and overflowed i 
and tide lands; that he doi^s not icnnw of any valid claim to tlie eanio, J 
ulher than IiIb own; and, if the land U swamp and '-verflowed, that h<; I 
knotys thi; land npplieil for and llit^ uxlurior bounds thereof, and 1 
knows, of hie own knowledge, that there arc no settlers thereon; or. I 
if there are, that the land hns he<^n diijiire gated more tliiin six months hy 1 
authority of the United StatPS, and that the land which he now owns I 
(swamp and overtlowed), togt;thi.*r with that sought lo he purchased, 
does not eXRoed six hundred and forty acres.

If upon the trial of such action 
it shall appear that the statements made in the affidavit filed by the 
person desiring to purchase the land were, in any of the statements 
made therein, false, or if it shall appear that the statements made in 
the affidavit filed by the settler or occupant of such land are true, the 
approval of location or certificate of purchase, if any shall have been 
made or issued, shall be canceled by judgment of said court. But if 
it shall appear upon the trial of said action that the statements con- 
tained in the affidavit of the person desiring to purchase the land are 
true, and that the statements made in the affidavit of the settler or 
occupant are untrue^ the said court shall enter its judgment accord- 
ingly. Upon the tiling with the Surveyor-General of a copy of the final 
judjrment of the court in said action, that officer must, if the judgment 
of said court shall cancel said location or certificate of purchase, enter 
an order of cancellation accordingly. But if by said judgment it shall 
be decreed that the person desiring to purchase said land is entitled 
to purchase the same, the Surveyor-General shall approve the location, 
or issue the certificate of purchase or other evidence of title in accord- 
ance with such judgment. 

Sec. 3444. [Same as Section 3496,] 

Sec. 3445. Any person desiring to purchase lands, as provided in 
Section 3443 of this code, which have been segregated by authoritj' 
of the United States, but which have not been sectionized by the same 
authority, must apply to the Surveyor of the county in which the land 
is situated to have the land which he desires to purchase surveyed, and 
a certificate of such survey must be attached to the affidavit required 
for the purchase of lands, as provided in said section. All sun'ej's, 
re(iuired of County Surveyors by the provisions of this section, miist 
couforni as nearly as practicable to the system adopted by the United 
States for the survey of the public lands. 

RELATING TO FILING APPLICATIONS TO PLTROHASE LAKE 
AND UNSEGREGATED SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LAND. 

Act Approved March 24, 1893. 

Any person desiring to purchase any of the lands 
uiieovered by the recession or drainage of the waters of inland lakes, 
and inuring to the State by virtue of her sovereignty, or the swamp

such lands (deseribiug the same by legal subdivisions, or h; metes aud i 
bounds, if thr legal subdivisions are unknown), under the provisions 
of this Art; that he desires to purchase the same for his own use and 
benefit, and for the use and benefit of no other pei-son or persons i 
whomsoever, and that he has made no contract or agreement to sell the 
sume, and that he does not own any State lands which, togetlier with ] 
that now sought to be purchased, exceeds six hiuidred and forty acres, j 

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of said application, when the land has not ] 
been sert ionized, the Surveyor- General shall authorize the County ' 
Surveyor of the county where the whole or the greater portion of the 
land lies, to suivey the same, who shall make an actual survey thereof, 
at the expense of the applicant, establishing four comers to each , 
quarter section, and connecting the same with a United States survey; 
and he must, within thirty days, file with the Surveyor-General a copy, 
mder oath, of his field notes and plat, and a statement, under oath, 
dhpwing whether or not the land is occupied by any actual settler. 

■ 8bc 3. If the surveyor thns authorized shall fail to make his 
nto^ to the Surveyor-General within the time specified in the pre- 
ceding section, the Surveyor-General may designate another person to 
mice the said sur\'ey. 

Skc. 4. No application to purchase land under this Act shall be 
q>prDTed by the Surveyor-General until the expiration of ninety da.vs 
trom tlie filing thereof in his office, and meanwhile the land shall be 
nibject to the advei-se claim of any actual settler who has resided 
ttiereon when the said application was filed. 

Sec. 5. The swamp and overflowed lands designated in this Act 
tbtlll be sold and piiteoted at the same price, and on the same terms 
and manner of payment as at present provided for swamp and over- 
flowed lands, All moneys received for said sfvamp and overflowed 
lands shall be paid into the Swamp Land Fund of the county in which 
the lands are situated, and shall ho treated and disposed of in the 
manner us moneys arising from tlie sale of segregated swamp and 
overflowed binds. If any of the lands are suitablo for cultivation ■ 
without reelamalion, such lauds shall be sold only to actual settlers in 
tracts not exceeding three hundred and twenty acres. Lauds uncov- 
en^ by the rwession or drainage of the waters of inland lakes, shall 
be 8old at two dollars and fifty cents per acre, upon the same terms of 
pa^-ntcnt as for swamp and overflowed land. All moneys derived from , 
Uie aale of such uncovered lands sliall be paid into the School Fund of j 
^^MBgH[t ,wiwye the iaod Iwa. J 
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Sec. 6. Any of the lands designated in this Act which, by reason 
of periodical overflow, need and are susceptible of reclamation, may 
be reclaimed by the jEormation of districts, in the same manner and 
subject to all of the provisions of law regulating the reclamation of 
swamp and overflowed lands ; provided, that the Board of Supervisors 
of the county in which the lands, or the greater part thereof, are situ- 
ated, must first determine, upon proper petition presented therefor, 
by the holders of the title, or evidence of title, representing one half 
or more of any body of such land, that such reclamation is necessary 
and feasible. 

Sec. 7. When land has been sold under this Act no contest shall be 
maintained against the purchaser on the ground that the land is not 
of the character stated in the application, unless it is shown that it 
is not of the character recited in section one of this Act. 

Sec. 8. All uncanceled certificates of purchase and patents hereto- 
fore issued, and payments heretofore made for any lands as swamp 
and overflowed lands, which lands belong to any of the classes described 
in section one of this Act, whether or not such lands were segregated 
or sectionized, shall, for all purposes, be valid, and shall have the same 
force and efl^ect as if such lands had been at all times subject to sale as 
swamp and overflowed lands; provided, however, that any and all con- 
tests now existing between settlers and holders of certificates of pur- 
chase shall not be affected by the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 9. All plats of any of the lands described in section one of 
this Act, which have been heretofore made imder authority of the 
United States Surveyor-General, and which plats designate the same 
as swamp and overflowed lands, shall be deemed valid and effectual as 
surveys of such lands from and after the date thereof. 

Sec. 10. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage. 

RELATING TO FEES FOR FILING APPLICATIONS TO PUR- 
CHASE STATE LANDS. 

Sec. 3574. Each application for lands must be accompanied by a 
fee of five dollars, and no application shall be received, filed, or noted in 
any way until such fee is paid. The Surveyor-General shall charge the 
same fees as are allowed the Register for like services ; and all fees col- 
lected by either the Surveyor-General or Register shall be paid into the 
State Treasury on the first ^londay of each and every month, and placed 
to the credit of the General Fund ; and said officers shall, on the first 
Monday of each month, make a written report to the State Controller, 
stating the amount of fees so paid, together with the sources from 
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whit'h they were derivtid, and the several amounts, by itema. The I 
Snrveyor-General and Register, whenever it may be necessary, may | 
ptirchase such maps and records as the needs of their ofBce may i 
demand, but ail claims against the State, authorized by this section, ] 
s3iall be certified to the State Board of Examiners, and i£ the same be ] 
alluwiHl, the board shall direct the Controller of State to draw his war- 
raut in payment of the same, payable out of the General Fund. 

Act Approved March 20, 1889. 

Section 1. Everj- application to purchase any portion of tha I 
aixteentb and tliirtj-sixth sections shall be accompanied by a deposit 
of twenty dollars, in addition to the fee for filing now required by I 
law. for which the Surveyor-General shall give the applicant a receipt, ' 
which ri'ceipt shall be accepted by the County Treasurer in part, pay- 
ment of the purchase price o& said land. If the applicant shall 
abandon or forfeit his said application, or shall fail to make proper • 
proof as to the character of the said land, or as to his residence thereon, 
tritbiii the time allowed by law, or if his application shall be rejected 
by reason of any false statement In the affidavit herein contained, 
the twenty dollfirs thus paid shall go to the State School Fund. If 
it » found that the Surveyor-General erred in receivins; the. applica- 
boD, or that the State can not mahe a good title to the land, then the 
applicttnt or his assigns may surrender to the Sur\'eyor-GeneraI the 
nid receipt, and receive in exchange therefor a certificate showing 
Hie amount so paid^ and the reason why the application should not be 
approved or perfected, and the Controller, upon the surrender to 
him of the said Surveyor-General's certificate, shall issue to the appli- 
cant, or his assigns, a warrant for the said amount. 

Sbc. 2. Any number of filings of any section of land is hereby 
permitted and allowed under the provisions of this Act. Should the 
first filing be abandoned by the applicant, the next filint; on such sec- 
tion, in order, shall have the same right as if it had been the first 
filing. 

KELATING TO ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATES OP PURCHASE 
AND PATENTS. 
Sec, 3512. 'Whenever any survey or location has been made op 
approved the purcJiaser nuist, within fifty days from the date of 
approval or location, present his copy of the same to the County Treaa- 
Itrer of the county in which the land, or some part thereof, is situated, 
who must receive the amount to be paid, and the fee for the certificate 
dl^e, indorsing his receipt therefor upon the certificate of 
returning it to the purchaser. 
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^EC. 3513. In case payment is not made within fifty days, the lands 
described in the survey or location revert to the State without suit, and 
the survey or location is void. All subsequent payments must be made 
to the County Treasurer, in like manner, who must indorse the same 
upon the certificate. The Treasurer must direct the purchaser to 
take the certificate so indorsed to the Auditor, who must chaise the 
Treasurer with the amount received, and make his check upon the 
indorsed receipt. 

Sec. 3514. Whenever the Register receives from a County Treas- 
urer a statement showing that an applicant for State lands has made 
the first pa>Tnent, he must issue to the person entitled thereto a cer- 
tificate of purchase, showing the class of land purchased, the number 
of acres, the price per acre, the date of payment, the date from which 
interest is to be computed, the amount paid, and the amount remaining 
unpaid, which certificate is prima facie evidence of title. 

Sec. 3515. Certificates of purchase, and all rights acquired there- 
under, are subject to sale, by deed or assignment, executed and 
acknowledged before any officer authorized by law to take acknowl- 
edgments or conveyances of real property, or before the Register. 

Sec. 3516. All such sales must, when the deed or assignment is 
recorded by the County Recorder, be reported by him to the Register, 
to be entered in the books of his office. 

Sec. 3518. If the owner of a certificate of purchase claims thjit it 
has been lost, destroyed, or is beyond his control, the Register must 
take testimony concerning the loss, destruction, or reason why the saint' 
is beyond his control. But the party must, before the hearing, make 
affidavit that he has not sold th(» said certificate of purchase, or the 
hind described therein, and must pu])lish a notice in some newspaper 
in the county where the land is situated, or if there is no newspaper 
published in the county, then in some newspaper of general circulation 
in the county, for at least four weeks, describing the certificate and 
the lands for which the same was issued, stating the name of the 
pei'son to whom the same was issued and the person then claimiiiir to 
own it, together with the time and place of the hearing. If the Rejrister 
is satisfied of the loss or destruction of the ceitificate, or that it ii> 
beyond the control of the person owning the same, he must issue to 
the owner thereof a duplicate, with the word *' duplicate'' written 
across the face thereof in red ink. Such duplicate shall have the same 
force and effect as the original. If there is a contest as to the issuing 
of a duplicate certificate, the Register may hear and determine the 
same, or may refer it to the proper court as provided in Section 3414. 



Skc. ;J.'>19. Whenever final payment has been made for any tract 
of land, the selection of which has been accepted and approved hy the 
United States authorities, or when the tract finally paid for or re- 
claimed 18 swamp and overflowed, sail marsh, or tide lands, the R^^ 
ter apon the surrender of the certificate of purchase by the person 
entitled to the same, must prepare a patent for the land, and send it 
to the Governor, together with a wrtifieate that the laws in relation 
tliereto have been complied with, that payment in full has been made, 
and that the party named in the prepared patent is entitled to it. 

Sec. 3520. The patent must then be signed by the Governor, 
attested by the Secretary of State, seated with the Great Sea! of the 
State, and be countersigned by the Register. 

Sec. 3521. No patent must issue until after the expiration of one 
year from the date of approval of the survey or location by the Sur- 
veyor-General, nor until the lands are relinquished t« the State by 
authority of the General Land Office at Washington. Such relin- 
quishment is not required for locations of the sixteenth and thirty- 
•ixth sections in place, or for swamp and overflowed lands, shown to 
be BUeh by the official surveys made by authority of the l.'nitcd States 
Survey o r-G en er al . 

Sbc. 3522. The Register must record all patents in iHwks to be Itept 
in his office for that purpose, and then deliver them to persons entitled 
thereto. 

Sec. 3523. Where a patent for lands is issued in the name of a 
deeeaned person, the title is vested in the heirs, devisees, or assignees 
of such person, in the same manner as if the patent had issued 
to such person during life. 

Sec. 3570. Whenever a purchaser of land npon credit desires to 
abandon the location or entry made by him, he may do so by convey- 
ance of his title to the State and surrender of the certifieate of purchase, 
or. if it has been lost, by filing an affidavit of that fact with the Reg- 
iater. 

CONTESTS. 
8kc. 3414. When a contest arises concerning the approval of a 
survey or location before the Surveyor'-General, or concerning a cer- 
tificate of purchase or other evidence of title before the Register, the 
ofBcer before whom the contest is made may, when the question involved 
is as to the survey, or one purely of fact, or whether the land applied 
for is a part of the swamp or overfiowed lands of the State, or whether 
it IB included within a confirmed grant, the lines of which have been 
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run by authority of law, proceed to hear and determine the same ; but 
when, in the judgment of the oflScer, a question of law is involved, or 
when either party demands a trial in the courts of the State, he must 
make an order referring the contest to the District Court of the county 
in which the land is situated, and must enter such order in a record 
book in his office. 

Sec. 3415. After such order is made either party may bring an 
action in the Superior Court of the county in which the land in question 
is situated, to determine the conflict, and the production of a certified 
copy of the entry, made by either the Surveyor-General or the Register, 
gives the court full and complete jurisdiction to hear and determine 
the action. 

Sec. 3416. Upon filing with the Surveyor-General or Register, as 
the case may be, a copy of the final judgment of the court, that oflBcer 
must approve the survey or location, or issue the certificate of pur- 
chase or other evidence of title in accordance with such judgment. 

Sec. 3417. I'^nless the party contestant commences, his action within 
sixty days after the order of reference is made, his rights in the prem- 
ises and under his application cease. 

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST DELINQUENT PURCHASERS. 

Sec. 3546. The Register must, on the first day of May of each 
y(.»ar, forward to the District Attorney of each coiuity a statement 
embracing all the lands in the county upon which payments have not 
been made, which statement must show the name of the purchaser, the 
number and date of the survey or location, and of the certificate of 
purchase, the amount paid, the amount unpaid, and the amount then 
fine. No lands within any reclamation district must be embraced in 
such statement after the reeei[)t by the Register of the certificate of 
the Board of Sui>ervisor8 that works of reclamation have been com- 
menced. 

Skc. 3547. Upon receipt of the delinquent list the District Attor- 
ney must add thereto a notice that if the amount due is not paid ia 
fifty days after the date thereof he will commence suit to foreclose the* 
interest of purchasers in the lands, and must publish the list and notiet? 
for four weeks immediately following the date of the notice, in a- 
newspaper published in the county, or if there is no newspaper pub^ 
lished therein, then he must post copies of the same in at least fiv^ 
l)ul)lic places in the county. 

Sec. 3548 After the expiration of the fifty days he must, in the 
name of the People of the State of California, commence actions in the 



Superior Court against all puri'liasers. or holdei-s of certiliciites nf 
piirchuse. who have not either paid the amount due. together with the 
cost ol publication, or surrendered the title to the State, as provided in 
Section 3570. to obtain » judgment of foreclosure of the interest of the 
purchaser, or assi^ee of the purchaser in the land, and to annul the 
certiiicate of purchase. 

Sec. 3549, Service of summons in such action may be made by pub- 
lication in some newspaper published in the county four weeks, or if 
no newspaper is published in the county, then by posting one copy of 
the siuumnuM /or four weeks at the court-house door of the connty, 
and two copies in public places in the township where the land is 
sitnated. 

Skc, 3550. Twenty days after the entry of judgment the District 
Attorney must file in the office of the Register, and in the Recorder's 
office of the county in which the land is situated, certified copies thereof. 
Sec, 3551. The holder of the certificate of purchase may, at any 
time before such filing, pay to the Sheriff the amount due the State, 
and the costs of suit that have accrued up to the time of payment; 
whereupon the District Attorney must dismiss the suit or vacate the 
judgment, and the purchaser or holder of the certificate of purchase is 
restored to his rights in the premises. 

Sec. 3553. A judgment against the purchaser binds the assignee, 
unless the notice of the assignment was filed with the Register before 
the commencement of .the action. 

8ko. 3554. After judgment foreclosing the interest of the purchaser 
or the holder of the certiiicate has been entered, and the certified 
copies filed, the land is again subject to entry and sale. 

Sec. 3555. Upon the rendition of a judgment foreclosing the inter- 
ist of the purchaser or of his assigns in the land, and annulling the cer- 
tificate of purchase, judgment for costs must be entered against the 
^fendant : but if execution issued thereon is returned not satisfied, 
the judgment and costs must be paid fi-om the principal or interest 
paid by the purchaser at the time of the original location. 

8ec. 3556. Any person having a eonve.vanee of the whole or any 
portion of the lands described in any certificate of purchase, to annul 
irtiich suit has been commenced, but to whom the certificate has n 
'•wii surrendered, may defend such action; and if it appears to the 
wiirt that he is entitled to any portion of the lands described and the 
bolder of such certificate does not pay the amount due, the court must 
fi^er the certificate annulled and a new one to issue to such person 
payment into court by him of the amount due the State upon the I 
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whole tract; and such person is thereupon entitled to two certified 
copies of the decree, one of which he must file in the County Recorder's 
office, and the other with the Register. 

Act Approved March 7, 1881. 

Section 1. In all cases where the title of purchasers of land from 
the State has been foreclosed, or attempted to be foreclosed, or that may 
hereafter be foreclosed, for non-payment of interest, said purchasers, 
their executors, administrators, or successors in interest, shall have 
twelve months after said foreclosures are or have been completed, 
within which to redeem such land by paying to the County Treasurer, 
for the benefit of the fund, or parties entitled thereto, all delinquent 
interest, and interest that would have accrued in case there had been 
no foreclosure ; also, all costs of foreclosure to be paid to the fund, or 
the parties who paid said costs. When said payments are made, and 
indorsed on the certificate of purchase, specifying the amount paid 
as interest and for costs, and duly reported to the Register of the Land 
Office, the annulments shall be canceled by said officer, and the rights 
of the purchasers shall thereby be fully restored. 

REFUNDING OF MONEY PAID FOR SCHOOL LANDS. 

Sec. 3571. If any land sold is not the property of the State the 
holder of the certificate of purchase or patent may receive in ex- 
cha litre therefor from the Register a certificate showing the amount 
paid and the class of land upon which the payment was made. 

Sec. 3572. If the land sold was swamp and overflowed the County 
Auditor of the coimty in which the land is situated must, upon the 
surrender to hiiii of the certificate mentioned in Section 3571, draw 
his warrant, in favor of the person surrendering such certificate, for 
the amount therein specified, upon the Treasurer of the county, who 
must pay the same out of the swamp and overflowed land fund of 
the district in which the land is situated. If the land sold was not 
swamp and overflowed, the Controller of State, upon the surrender to 
him of sneh certificate, must draw his warrant in favor of the persou 
surrendering the same, for the amount therein specified, upon the 
Treasurer of State, who must pay the same out of the fund into which 
the purchase money was paid. 



CHASE OF LANDS WHICH HAVE EEVEBTED TO THE ] 
STATE THROUGH NON-PAYMENT OF TAXES. 
Sec. ^788. When State lands, upoa which the full purchase price o£ I 
one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre has not been paid, and the 
deed therefor to the State provided for in Section 3785 lias been ] 
forwarded to and filed with the Surveyor-General, the said lands shall 
again become subject to entry and sale, in the same manner, and sub- 
ject to the same eonditiouB, as apply to other State lands of like char- 
acter, except that the former possessors of the lands thus deeded to the 
State, their heirs or assigns, shall be preferred purchasers thereof for 
th« period of six months after the deeds are filed with the Surveyor- 
Qeneral ; but the Surveyor-General shall not permit an entry, or make 
a sitle of any lands thus deeded to the State, except upon the previous 
paynn'ut into the State Treasury, as other moneys are re<iuired to be 
paid therein, in addition to the price of said landa as compared with 
the price fixed for other State lands of like character, by the person 
or persons proposing to make the entry or purchase, of a sum equal to 
tbe delinquent taxes, penalties, costs and accruiop costs, by virtue 
uliereof the State became a purchaser of the lands thus sought to be 
entered or purehaiied, and also all delinquent taxes, penalties and costs 
rbich may have accrued upon such lands prior to and subsequent to 
the date of the sale to the State in pursuance of which the State received 
a deed therefor. The money thus paid into the Treasury shall be 
distributed in the manner prescribed in Section 3816 : provided, that 
the moneys received for twenty per cent of the purchase money and 
iwcruing interest, together with the principal, in case of full payment 
on the lands, shall be distributed by the Surveyor-General, in the 
manner now provided by law for such distribution. 

Sec. 3897. Whenever the State shall become the owner of any 
property sold for taxes, and the deed to the State has been filed with 
the Controller, as provided in Section 3785, the Controller may there- 
upon, by a written authoriiiation, direct the Tax Collector of the 
tountj-. or city and county, to sell the property, or any part thereof as 
in his judgment he shall deem advisable, in the manner following: 
He must give notice of such sale by first publishing a notice for at 
*a«t three successive weeks in some newspaper published in the county, 
•"■ city and eoiinty, or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
">en by posting a notice in three conspicuous places in the county, or 
'^ty and county, for the same period. Such notices must state specifi- 
cally the place of. and the day and hour of sale, and shall contain a 
'■''scpiption of the property to be sold, and shall also embody a copy of 
ijy Mljiorization received from the Controller. At the time aet tot j 
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such salei the Tax Collector must sell the property described in the Con- 
troller's authorization, and said notices, at public auction to the 
highest bidder for cash, in lawful money: of the United States; but 
no bid shall be received or accepted at such sale for less than the 
amount of all the taxes levied upon such property, and all interests, 
costs, penalties and expenses up to the date of such sale. The expense 
of the publication of the notice herein required shall be a charge 
against the county.

LAWS KKLATING TO SALE OF STATK LANDS. j 

Sinc'6 the commencement of my term of office there has heea an 1 
increasing demtinil for copies of the laws relating to the sale of State i 
lands. This demand is not confined to the residents of this State, but | 
includes all sections of the United States, and as the State has never A 
compiled its land laws in concise form I have supplemented this report | 
with a digest of those sections of the statutes which provide for the Bale I 
of the different classes of State land and the method of procedure to % 
ol>tain coinplett' title to the same. 1 

The greatest dilficulty that I have experienced in administering the \ 
uffkirs of this office has Ijeen the retroactive effect of certain sections J 
ol the statutes, and I would respectfully recommend that some legi»- j 
Jslive action be taken in the following cascfi: 1 

LANDS SOLI) TO THE STATK FOR DELINfiUKXT TAXES. 

S«ctton 'i~^>i of the Political Code provides that all parties desiring | 
to purchase lands which have reverted to the State for tion-payuient of S 
tiuteB must pay, in addition to the lixed price of lands of like character, ^ 
» (mm ei[uul to the amount of the delimiuent taies, penalties, costa^'^ 
ahiI accruing cosIm by virtue whereof the State became a purchiwec J 
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In many instances the^e delinquent tuxes< extend back a great many 
years, and very often the additional amount which the purchaser would 
be required to pay is greatly in excess of the actual price of the land 
as fixed by the statutes. It is neither c(iuitable nor just that a citizen 
of this State who desires to purchase a home from the State should 1>e 
required to shoulder an additional burden because some prior purchaser 
has failed to fulfill his agreement with the State. In these cases the 
School Fund has not l>een diminished, and as the paramount idea in 
disposing of school lands is to increase the fund for the »^upport of our 
public scliools I would res^wctfully recommend that Section 8788 of the 
Political Code be amended so that, after the expiration of the time 
allowed for redemption, all lands u})on which the full purchase prict* 
has not been paid, and winch have reverted to the State by virtue of 
tax sales, shall be open for })urchase at the same price as other State 
lands of like character. 



PKOCEKDINGS AGAINST DELINQUKNT PURCHASERS. 

Section Sooo of the Political Cod(^ provides that when the execution 
of the judgment for costs in the })roceedings to foreclose the interest of 
a })urchaser and annulling a certificate of purchase for delinquent 
interest is returned not satisfied the judgment and costs must be paid 
from tlie princii)al or interest paid by the purchaser at the time of the 
original location. 

Ah it costs as much to proceed to annul a certificate of purchase f»>r 
forty acres as it does one for six hundred and forty acres, 1 have found 
it extremely diflicult to get tlie District Attorneys to commence i»roceed- 
ings. No l»lame should attaeli to them, as it is almost impossible in 
the majority of the counties to get tln' local papers to publish the list 
of (l«'linqu».*nt i^urcliasers when they havi* no assurance of being paid 
for t\w same. Their exi)erienc«* has been that in many cases there is not 
♦•nough Hioiify ])ai(l at the time of the original location to satisfy their 
claims, and tlieir orilv n*dress is to wait until the next session of the 
[legislature and ciKhavor t(» have their claims satisfied by a special 
api)n)priation. 

In order that wc may Ih* enabled to proceed systematically agaiast 
(lelin(|iu*nt purchasers, 1 would rrsurcttully recommend that Section 3oo5 
l)c amended so thai a eertilieate of purchase could l)e annulled without 
securing judgment in the Supr-rior Court, or that when the payment.* 
made upon the lands embraced in the certificate of purchase are not 
suificient to satisfv the costs the State Board of Examiners shall be 
emi)0wered to pay the deficiency out of the (General Fund. 
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CONTEST CASES. 

' thv exisUug provisions uf our elatiites there is no iriethodi 
lure whereliy the Slate cati not lo havo any case o 
actw (liemissed (or failure to proeecute. A considerabk' anta of State^ 
lan'l IB at prfsent withdrawn from sale for the reason tliat many years] 
itgo oonteste were filed in the office of the State Surveyor-General and T 
were by him referred lo the varions Superior Courts for adjudicatioi 
Complaints were filed ae required by tlie statutes, but no effort wt 
afterward? made lo secure judgment. In a great many cases both I 
piirties lo the action have disappeared, and although applications havel 
Ijoen received to purchase these lands there doew not appear to be anyfl 
provision whereby the Stiite could proceed to bnve the contcsls dis-> 
iniBsed and caned the old applications. 

I would re.-<pect fully recommend thai the necessary legislation b$l 
enacted whereby, after the lapse of a certain time, the State could inter-F 
vene iu cnaof- of thi>» character and force the piirties Ht interest to-l 
{irosecute or to have such contests dismissed. 

COUNTY BOI'NDARIES. 

My attention liaj; been called on several occasions to the conHictiug^ 
cltums of many of the counties uf this State in reference to their Ijound- 
ariv^ which is causing considerable trouble in properly assessing the 
real property in the State.
